‘Anemia’ Threatens Nation’s 
Blood Bank Resources

Washington—(NEA) — The nat- 
{on's supply of human blood is now 
being surveyed as one of America’s 
natural resources—a resource that 

is becoming dangerously low. 

Wartime experience in the use of 
whole blood and certain of its com- 
ponents has enormously increased 
its demand for civillan medical 
practice, 

As a consequence, the major pro- 
blem facing the nation’s physicians 
and health authorities today is the 
maintenance of a stable supply of 
blood and its fractions, In addition, 
available resources must be eval- 
uated in case of major disasters 
or national emergency. 


Unlike many other therapeutic 
agents, blood cannot be synthetically 
produced. It must come from the 
yeins of healthy human beings. And 
mostly it must come as a free offer- 
ing; otherwise, it is too expensive 
for most patients. 


A high percentage of persons un- 
dergoing major surgery require 
whole blood transfusions. Many of 
them also receive blood plasma, the 
liquid in which blood cells are sus- 
pended. A patient undergoing an 
operation on the heart, or for the 
removal of a cancerous growth, 
may require as many as 15 or 20 
pints of blood. 


Other illnesses demanding what 
physicians term “massive transfus- 
fons” include childbirth hemorrhage, 
hemorrhage from accidental injur- 
fes, amputations, and extensive 
burns. Outside the surgical field, 
whole blood in great quantities is 
needed for a variety of chronic ail- 
ments, These include several forms 
of anemia and the baffling killer, 
leukemia, 

Present requirements for whole 
blood are being met in seyeral ways: 
from hospital blood banks; through 
the American Red Cross national 
blood program; from local facilities 
provided by other medical, public 
health and voluntary groups; and 
from commercial suppliers. 


The combined efforts of all these 
agencies still leave many physicians 
unable to meet the blood require-- 
ments of their patients and leave no 
surplus for processing a variety of 
valuable blood derivatives, 


One of the most used and most 
effective blood derivatives is im- 
mune serum globulin, given to pre- 
vent or modify measles and avoid 
complications ‘such as pneumonia, 
heart impairment, damage to the 
eyes, or inner ear infection which 
sometimes results in deafness, Im- 
mune serum globulin 1s also being 
used as a modifying agent in scar- 
Jet fever, Scarlet fever, like mea- 
sles, carries its own danger from 
complications, notably heart dam- 
age, kidney impairment and deaf- 
ness, 


The immune globulin which is 
used for measles has been, for the 
most part, processed from surplus 
wartime plasma, But the serum for 
scarlet fever — and for. mumps — 
must be processed from the blood of 
people who have had the disease 
within a few months previous to 
the time of donating blood. 

Up to October of this year, the 
American Red Cross distributed 
through state health departments, 
1,935,602 units of Immune serum glo- 
bulin for the treatment of mensles 
alone. 

Another highly vaquable blood de- 
rivative, or fraction, 4s serum al- 
bumin. Four or five pints of blood 
are required to prepare one dose of

this highly concentrated material. 

Although having only one fifth 
the volume of blood plasma, serum 
albumin {is equally effective in com- 
bating shock and even more valu- 
able in the management of certain 
liver and kidney diseases such ds 
cirrhosis or hardening of the liver 
and nephrosis, a chronic degenera- 
tive condition of the kidney. Young 
people are the main suffers from 
nephrosis. Serum albumin is also 
used to control dangerous increases 
in pressure within the skull after 
brain operations or injuries. 


Division of blood into its frac- 
tions offers new lifesaving and 
health restoring agents, It also 
makes possible a greater economy 
in the use of blood, A dozen or more 
people may benefit from the pint 
of blood which was once useful only 
to one person as a transfusion. 

The perplexing problem facing 
the medlical profession today 1s 
where to procure these valuable 
fractions. 


The Red Cross is still supplying 
derivatives processed from surplus 
plasma, derlyed from blood dona- 
tions during the war, but this sup- 
ply is now dangerously low. It can- 
not be expected to last for more 
than another year, A major’ disast- 
er or a serious epidemic might de- 
plete the remaining supply even 
earlier, 


The dwindling supply of blood 
from which to process these der- 
rivatives means that often a pat- 
fent’s life hangs literally by a frac- 
tion. 


A‘13-year-old New York boy for 
example, desperately needed a der- 
ivative known as Cohen's fraction 
No, 1 to win his 27th battle against 
hemophilia this fall. 


It takes 500 cc. of whole fresh 
blood to produce five cc of the frac- 
tion, which has proven to he one of 
the most effective means of combat- 
ing attacks of the dread disease in 
which blood does not clot, And it 
took the National Hemophilia Foun 
dation more than eight hours of 
frantic long-distance searching to 
locate the only four vials of the 
fraction then available, fly them 
from Boston and rush them by po- 
lice escort to the hospital.

Blood program which at present is 
the largest single source of whole 
blood and derivatives, 

This chain of procurement and 
processing, it is hoped, will event- 
ually link the nation. In addition, 


an estimated 1500 hospitals operate 
their own blood banks, but how ef- 
fective they are is not known. 


To get the complete picture of the 
nation's blood resources, a survey is 
being conducted by the American 


Medical Association {n cooperation 
with blood bank representatives, 
medical associations, hospital groups 
clinies, the Red Cross and the Nat- 
inal Research Council. 


Results of the survey will decide 
needs for expansion to supply civil- 
jan medical needs, as well as show 
what machinery fs necessary for in- 
suring adequate blood and blood 
derivatives for milltary use.

New York —(NEA)—Coffee {m= 
porters say you can stop worrying, 
about dolar-a-pound coffee. 


Current myths of shortage and 
panic prices were born when recent 
reports indicated that in 1950 there 
may not, for the first time, be a 
surplus of green coffee in the coffee 
producing countries. 

Take the supply situation, Theo- 
philo de Andrade, president of the 
Pan-American Coffee Bureau, told 
me: “The present shortage of green 
coffee—which is the shortage cur- 
rently in the news—will not reach 
the public for a year. 


“The fact is that this year's cof- 
fee imports into the United States 
are-rapidly approaching 4 point 
which will exceed all previous re- 
cords. There is no danger of the 
general public not being able to buy 
coffee despite the impression some

Robert H, Bennett, sales and adver- 
tising manager of Maxwell House 
Coffee division of General Foods, 
said he is far from certain there 
will not be a surplus of green coffee 
next year. 

“Woe have a normal supply on 
hand in the United States: now,” 
Bennett said. “Maybe next year 
there will be somewhat less green 
coffee available than there was this 
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year, But I insist that may or may 
not be so, No one can be positive.”

In New Public Museum in

Rochester, N.Y. — (NEA) — The 
history of photography, from the 
earliest types of cameras to the lat- 
est in Telephoto equipment, is on 
display at a new institution here. 
Called the George Eastman House, 
the photographic museum occupies 
the 37-room home of Eastman, one 
of the industry's pioneers. The 
displays are free to the public. 

A camera autographed by Dagu- 
erre, the early French photographer 
who gave his name to Daguerreo- 
type, is one of the earliest items in 
the collection. The latest NEA-Acme 
Telephoto equipment offers a con- 
trast to the old material used by Da- 
guerre and his contemporaries. 

Actual examples or precise rep- 
licas of other early cameras, such 
as those used by Fox Talbot and 
Niepce, are shown. Contrasted with 
thtm are the most modern types of 
motion picture projection systems. 
Visitors will be able to see six-mi- 
nute color movies, by pushing a 
button, which show how the old- 
fashioned cameras operated.

British People Honor an American Woman 


Who Hasn’t Stopped

London—(NEA) — The big silver 
cup on Mrs. Warren Pearl's desk in 
London bears the simple legend: 
“To a great American—from the 
British People.” 

It was presented the white-haired 
gentle-faced woman as high tribute 
toa forelgner by Royal Princess 
Marie Louise — tribute for gener- 
osity that began in 1915 and will go 
on, Mrs. Pearl says, “even when they 
haye to wheel me around in a bath 
chair,” 


Her generosity is not confined to 
England alone. Now, 69, Mrs. Pearl 
was doing charity work in the slums 
of New York before she was 20. 


Today she is connected with more 
than 240. charitable organizations, 
about 100 of them in the U. S, Fri- 
ends estimate the money she has 
“ spent on the needy runs into the 
millions, although only she and her 
bank manager know the exact fig- 
ure. And she has helped to raise 
millions more. 


Tn 1915, Mrs. Pear] and her hus- 
band, a one-time U, S. embassy of- 
ficial in London, were on the Lusi- 
tania when it was torpedoed. Two 
sons were lost in the disaster, and 
she came back to England determ- 
ined ~o dedicate her time and mon- 
ey to needy children. Although she 
had planned to stay only five years, 
Mrs” Pearl has been in England 
eyer since except for annual visits 
to New York 

“Tam lucky,’! she says. “I was 
born with money and a social posi- 
tion. But ever since that fateful day 
in 1915, I have known somehow that 
unless I could share my happiness 
with those less privileged, I would 
get little satisfaction in my life.”

During World War II tragedy 
struck again. Her son Duncan, a 
pilot officer with the R. A; F,, was 
killed in action oyer Britain. That 

second disaster only seemed to 
have spurred further .activity, dir- 
ected specially for war orphans and 
widows. She spent three hours daily 
packing parcels for prisoners of war. 
She made daily visits to hospitals, 
bringing gifts to the wounded, pro- 
viding taxis for soldiers going home 
on convalescers leave, But she 
seldom left clues to her identity. 

“Over the years I have given cin- 
ema shows, balls, parties and tried 
dozens of ways of raising money 
for the poor,” she says. “I suppose. 
I have a gift that way, maybe it’s 
because I have kissed the Blarney 
stone.

“T am still an American,” she adds 
with emphasis, “But I love England 
and am in the lucky position to 
have roots both here and in Amer- 
ica where I have a married daugh- 
ter.”

Her ‘Parish’ for Navajos 
Covers 16 Million Acres

Fort. Defiance, Ariz—(NEA) 


A Navajo girl, away at a school in 

@ Phoenix, was coming home for a 
visit. She wrote her mother a letter, 
telling her the good news. But 
when she arrived home her mother 
wasn’t there. 


The older woman couldn't read, 
She’d gone on a journey for several 
days, looking for someone to read 
the letter to her. And because she 
couldn't read she missed her dau- 
ghter’s visit, 


That story is typical of life on 
the Navajo reservations, where 80 
per cent—some 52,000—of the Ind- 
jans are illiterate. There are schools 
for only a third of the Navajo chil- 
dren. It's that condition that Irene 
Hoskins, Iowa-born Quaker mission- 
ary, and others are trying to correct. 

For more than two years, Miss 
Hoskins has driven her truck and 
trailer over some 16,000,000 acres of 


desert in Arizona, New Mexico.and 
Utah, bringing the ability to read to 
the people. Her job is sponsored by 
the interdenominational Home Mis- 
sions Council of North America.

Official results of the season's 
deer hunt are now known, follow- 
ing road checks by the Department 
of Lands.and Forests,. Fish. and 
Wildlife division. According to a 
Teport issued by A. B. Wheatley, 
Chief Forester, a census of the 
Deer shot during the Open Season 
this year indicate; that qa large 
percentage of the deer taken were 
bucks over one year old. 

Although many hunters reported 
the prevalence of Wolves and Bear, 
not many of these predators fell 
to deer hunter’. guns, 

Road checks were set up in lo- 
cations where the maximum num- 
ber of hunters could be checked. 
The main purpose being to obtain 
accurate information on hunter 
Success and to determine the num- 
ber of deer taken; as well as a law 
enforcement measure. 

It is partly from information ob- 
tained from an accurate sampling 
of thi; nature that forms the basis 
of game management. The sample 
when carefully taken can be applied 
to the whole and related to the to- 
tal number of licenses sold. 

Road checks were set up at Gal- 
way Road, Burleigh Road and Nor- 
land Road, with a total of 2341 hun- 
ters being checked. Game inclu- 
ded 462 bucks, 304 does, and 128 
fawns, making a total of 894 deer, 
In addition to this, there were 13 
bear, 

The largest number of game 
animals wa, checked at the Bur- 
leigh Road check point, patrolled by 
Officers Simpson and Trotter, At 
this point the figure; show 1283 
hunters, 244 bucks, 169 does, and 
89 fawns, while the bear count was 
seven. Norland Road, patrolled by 
Officer McEachern and. Biologist 
Weir, ylelded a count of 633 hun- 
ters, 113 bucks, 93 does and 25 
fawns. Two bear also were brought 
out byaway of this; road. At Galway 
Road check point, under the super- 
vision of Officers Scott and Walton, 
hunters numbered 425, taking out 
105 bucks, 42 does, 14 fawns, and 4 
bear. ; 

These figures indicate that 38 per 
cent of the hunters were successful 
during the 10 day Open Season, as 
compared to 34 per cent in 1948 dur- 
ing a 14 day Open Season.

‘As I was born directly opposite 
a large mental hospital, or asylum 
as we called it in those days, I have 
been interested in watching the 
methods of treating the mentally 
ill all my life. 

What is now called occupational 
therapy was practised in those early 
days; ‘a number of the patients 
went to work daily on the large 
farm adjoining the buildings where 
they lived and received treatment. 
It it known and logical fact that 
anybody using his mind (and body). 
in constructive work has just that 
much less time in which: to be 
“thinking inwardly” about himself 
and allowing these thoughts, un- 
social thoughts, to influence his 
everyday life. ; 

Mental specialist, state that we 
all have powerful physical and men- 
tal and emotional impulses within 
us at birth, which cause no distur- 
bance in infancy. But, as we grow 
older these impulses must be repres- 
sed by our parents and teachers.. 
As we go about in our dally affairs 
as children in the home, school and 
playgrounds we have to repress 
some of these physical, mental and 
emotional processes because they do 
not work in satisfactorily with the 
“proper” way, in our behavior with 
or to others. If we allow our im- 
pulse, to drive us through these 
proper repressions we are called un- 
social, and need mental and emo- 
tional treatment. 

We can thus see that “conflict”, 
fighting against the natural or pro- 
per repressions which should be 
guiding our hehaylor, is the under- 
lying cause of most mental distur- 
bance. 

Inner conflicts interfere with eat- 
ing, sleeping and proper’ contacts 
with others. This creates anxiety. 
To get away from this anxlety, 
many individuals make out thelr 
own pattern of life, think it the 
| proper pattern and think those 
| living normal lives are in the wrong. 
Treatment of these cases consists 
of haying a mental specialist, a psy- 
chiatrist, explain that the underly- 
in conflict {5 causing thelr unsoctial 
behavior. This often rids the mind 
of it; conflict, and mental health 
returns,

WOMEN GO 
TO THE PEN 


Two women have been sentenced 
to penitentiary for possessing and 
passing counterfeit 10 dollar bills. 

Mrs. Blanche Cipolla, aged 25, and 
Edith Lafreniere, appeared in court 
at Brockville Tuesday, Mrs. Cipolla, 
who's husband 1s serving a four 
year term on the same count, was 
imprisoned for two years. The 
other woman greeted a penitentiary 
term of a single year. 

Police say some 40-thousand dol- 
lars in counterfeit bills was found 
in the Cipolla’s Guelph home after 
they were arrested on September 
the 18th. The counterfeiting racket 
has been in the news lately, as pol- 
ice warned Ontario resfdents to be 
on the lookout for bogus money dur- 
ing the Christmas rush. (BUP), 


The grave overcrowding condit- 
fons existing in Lindsay's public 
schools was forcibly brought home 
at Monday p.m.’s council meeting 
when J. Forman, chairman of Board 
of Education appeared with the 
Board's secretary, H. D. Wilford, 
to seek council's approval of propos- 
ed two-room additions to the east 
and north ward schools. It was ex- 
plained that unless the approval of 
council wa, forwarded to the On- 
tario Municipal Board, the Lindsay 
Board of Education could not so 
much as hire an architect. 


In addressing council, Mr. Fore- 
man emphasized that the reason 
the rooms were needed was because 
of the present overcrowded condit- 


fon in all schools. 


“We are keeping children at home 
until average age of six and a half 
‘years, when, according to the De- 
partment of Education, we should 
be ready for them at five. In every 
school this year, Grade I has been 
staggered, and while thls was not 
considered serious for the first part 
of the year, if the situation con- 
tinues, the children are going to be 
under a decided handicap. We 
might even have to stagger Grade 
II if something isn’t done, and this 
will mean that the children will li- 
terally lose a year of schooling right 
there. 


“If the council gives its approval 
to these proposed additions, I can’t 
predict if these room; would be 
ready for September, 1950, but this 
is certainly the desire of the Board.” 


Proposed cost of the two addit- 
fons {s $90,000, and it was explain- 
ed that this figure is according to 
estimates obtained from the De- 
partment of Education. Grant, for 
Lindsay would amount to 37 per 
cent of this figure, until such time 
as the population exceeds 10,000, 
when the grant would drop to 31 
per cent of the cost. The balance 
would be borne by the town. 


Mr. H. D. Wilford, secretary of 
the Board of Education, asked on 
behalf of the Board that approval 
be granted for the erection of 
additions to the East and North 
Ward schools and that the Munt- 
cipal Board be notified of thi; ap- 
proval. 


The town's share of the cost of 
these additions would be 63 per 
cent, which would be debentured 
over 20 years. It would also mean 
the addition of four more teachers 
to the school staff, and according 
to Mr. Wilford, would probably 
mean a 16 mill increase on the 
Present tax rate. 


It wag moyed by Mr. Ferguson and 
seconded by Mr. Cote that approval 
of the request of the Board be for- 
warded to the Municipal Board 
with the assurance that the council 
would back debentures,

TOYS ON MARKET 

Inspectors of the Ottawa Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau have found a numb- 
er of inflammable toys on sale in 
the stores during the past few 
weeks, apparently made in Europe 
and Japan. 

Officials explain the toys are 
mainly small churches, wagons and 
dolls, They were made of a “Nitro- 
film” product that will burst into 
flames if near a clgaret or a hot 
light bulb, 

These toys are “highly dangerous” 
and storekeepers are asked to get 
tid of their stock rather than sell 
to the public. The Fire Prevention 
Bureau said the merchants had co- 
operated and it was felt that few 
of the toys would actually reach 
the city’s children, 

The Bureau said {t had not been 
able to find out where the inflam- 
mable toys had come from, but they 
were the same type as some made in 
Japan before the war.

While enforced hydro restrictions 
in the form of power cut-offs have 
not as yet made their appearance 
this season, and the Lindsay com- 
mission says it will avold doing so 
if at all possible, some savings are 
being effected by delaying, as long 
as it is safe, the switching on of 
street-lights in the early evening. 
According to Mr. J. Lightbody, 
manager of the commission, streat 
lights are now not turned on until 
about 5.30, but he says they may 
Nave to be switched on earlier than 
this as the days become increasing- 
ly short during the next month. 
“we do not wish to create any 


safety hazard by doing this,” says 


Mr. Lightbody, “but it does save 
considerable power.” 

So far, local industries have not 
been asked to close earlier in the 
day, continued Mr. Lightbody, be- 
cause the majority of Lindsay’s in- 
dustries shut down about 5 p.m, 
and it is not the intention of the 
hydro commission to interfere with 
the production of factories.

Say Immigrants 
Mistreated By 
Employers 


Thessalon, Dec. 2 (BUP) — Proy- 
inclal Police at Thessalon, Ontar- 
io, say they have submitted reports 
to Immigration Authorities in Ot- 
tawa on six Italian immigrants mis- 
treated by thelr employers. 


Police say the six men, newly ar- 
rived in this country, were sent into 
the bush without proper clothing, 
little food, and no supervision. Af- 
ter belng stranded in a condemned 
lumber camp for 23 days during 
October and November. The men 
hitchhiked back to Thessalon where 
they told police they were starving, 
Police say thelr employers, who are 
from Hamilton, persuaded the men 
to return to the bush a second time, 
but when no action to improve their 
lot was taken, they reported to po- 
lice again. Police sheltered them 
for two days. 


The immigrants are identified as 
Glovanni Palumbo, Rocco Simone, 
Francisci Rinelli,- Gaetano Clotti, 
Antonio Conte, and Floravanti Pal- 
umbo. Mayor Campbell Cork of 
Thessalon says {t appears that they 
are victims of “flagrant mistreat- 
ment.” 


Deputy Minister of Lands and 
Forests Frank McDougall says that 
the Department of Public Health 
Officials investigated, and passed 
thelr information along to police. 
They describe the camp as com- 
pletely unfit for habitation. 

The men told police that their 
employers said a foreman and cook 
would arrive at the camp, but only 
one small shipment of food was 
sent in. 


A lumber yard forman at Thess- 
alon, Frank Febbo, has given the 
men temporary jobs. They are now 
living in a boarding house while 
trying to contact relatives in Can- 
ada,

Claim Living 
Costs Down 
Slightly 


It cost Canadians less to live dur- 
ing October than at any time during 
the previous two months, 

The Bureau of Statistics in Ot- 
tawa says that Canada’s cost, of liy- 
ing index has taken another drop, 
the third in as many months. 

The drop is due namely to lower 
prices in food, meats, eggs and veg- 
etables led the downward food-pri- 
ced trend. 

At November first, Canada’s cost 
of living had dropped half a point 
to stand at 161 point seven. This 
was the sharpest drop fn 11 months. 

But while lower food prices were 
easing the pinch on the Canadian 
purse string slightly, devaluation 
helped tp keep it up. 

The most noticeable price increase 
in household necessities during 
October was shown in the prices 
for coal and coke, both of which 
are bought mainly in the United 
States, These went up a full point. 

Rentals, which will not show any 
boosts in the index until February 
because of recently announced hikes 
in price ceilings, remained at a 
steady 123 point nine.

Little Britain-Born Doctor 
Becomes Fellow of 1.C. of S. 


Dr. Spencer (Clare) Webster, of 
Sudbury, formerly of Little Britain, 
recently became a fellow of the In- 
tenational College of Surgeons at 
the annual convention of the Am- 
erican Section of the college in 
Atlantic City. The convention was 
attended by 4,000 surgeons from all 
parts of the world. Dr. Webster had 
been admitted to the college last 
year as an associate. 

The son of Mr. and Mrs. L. S. 
Webster, 257 Kent St. W., Lindsay, 
he was educated at Little Britain 
public and continuation schools, 
and Lindsay Collegiate Institute. 

Dr. Webster graduated to a fully- 
fledged fellow through written ex- 
aminations during the past year. 
These included reports on 50 major 
operations, and classification of all 
his major and minor surgery over 
the past three years. 

‘The I. C. of S, recognizes a high 
level of Canadian surgery, permit- 
ting surgeons from Canada to be- 
come fellows in two steps, whereas 
it takes four for American surgeons. 
Among surgeons granted honorary 
fellowships were one Canadian sur- 
geon from Winnipeg and seven of 
the top surgeons of Mayo Clinic, 
Rochester, Minn. 

In the pledge of the International 
college, members swear to “combat 
illegal and unethical practices in 
surgery,’ to bring together out- 
standing surgeons of the world to- 
exchange knowledge and to facill- 
tate education of junior members 
of the profession through clinics 
and special courses to “advance the 
skill, effectiveness, technical know- 
ledge, influence, dignity and service 
to humanity in the profession of 
surgery.” 

A brand new’ system of taking

inventor, Dr. Solger-Rolx, and a 
new intestinal operation described 
by Dr. Finsterer, a Vienna surgeon 
who pioneered gastric and intesti- 
nal surgery.

ship did not come in 

He thanks his lucky stars too. 
And for all who'll read, Bill Coff- 
man tells of how his ‘struggle to 
the top means that much less 
struggle for ciilldren whose bent 
and twisted limbs are two strikes 
against them. 
| White-haired now, Bill Coffman 
{makes his story sound simple... an 
easy way to grab the silver lining 
through the dark clouds, It wasn’t 
hard, way back when he wags 17, 
to board a freight car and brush 
off the dust of his; native Ports- 
mouth, Virginia, 
| A kid in knee pants come to crack 
the big city of New York. One year 
he spent on the Bowery. Just drift- 
ing. He ran errands, got arrested 
| When A man gave him a forged 
check, Bill spent three weeks in a 
| detention cell with a man later 
conyscted of murder. Then the 
State Of New York gave Bill a suit 
of clothco and a few dollars and 
turned him loose. 

Bill Coffman was on his own. His 
story became an odyssey, never 
pointing to the great thing that 
was to come in his life. Whether 
he knew it or not, he was becom- 
jing a good soldier of fortune. 

He worked a carnival cross coun- 
try to Denver. Then, a year as a 
sheepherder alone with his flcck. 
Still just a kid, he got paid off... 
one year’s pay, and promptly had 
his pocket picked clean on an ex- 
cursion to Pike's Peak, 

Broke again, Bill Coffman drift- 
ed west to the coast, There, carous- 
ing he got shanghaied aboard a 
foreign ship. Went around the horn 
and back, 

The sea was for him. He sig- 
ned up on an American ship. Then- 
the first of many coincidences in his 
life ---congress forbade any but 
American citizens to be officers on 
American ships. Bill, an American, 
got a job a, a mate when the for- 
elgn officers were fired. “That”, 
says Bill, “was the big turning

point in his life,” His ship never 
came ,in, Lterally. . “If it 
had,” said Bill, Id probably 
a retired old ship’s captain today.” 
Instead the ship was wrecked, Bill 
doesn't supply the details. He says 
simply, he wound up in a hospi- 
tal, a confirmed landlubber.” 


But the ropes he learned at sea 
served him in good stead....helped 
make the ladder he climbed to 
SUCCESS.

Became a 
Mason, then a Shriner. 

But the gaudy uniforms and the 
parades of the mystic order meant 
little to Bill when he thought of a 
less-publicized part of Shrine acti- 
vities. 

For across the United States, the 
Shrine had built 18 hospitals for 
crippled children. They were built 
to handle curable cases, and were 
dedicated “To the Glory of God and 
to all humankind regardless of 
Tace, creed or color.” 

But like anything else, the hos- 
pitals needed money to survive and 
grow. And here, after hardships 
and breaks of his own and fate’s 
making, Bill Coffman stepped in. 
That was back in 1925. The Shrine 
in San Francisco laid out 10-thou- 
sand dollars, increased it to 30- 
thousand, and told Bill to go ahead. 
He was to promote one idea --- 
“Strong legs run that weak legs 
may walk.” What stronger legs than 
a football player's? And so started 
the first East-West football classic 
in San Francisco,

However, 
there might be something to the 
report, It’s conceivable that a

not too likely, 

Next comes the announcement 
that the United States if to build 


1 an atomic breeder pile which will 


make atomic bombs much cheaper 
and produce more of them. Some 
experts doubt if the breeder plan 
will work, but it’s dangerous to as- 
sume it will or won't. 

Next, the announcement that Am- 
erica is to hold new atomic bomb 
tests at Entiwetock, Atoll in the 
South Pacific is clear evidence that 
new and more powerful models of 
the atomic bomb are to be tested. 
There {s talk of bombs hundreds of 
times as powerful as the Hiroshima 
and Bikini bombs, But qualified 
observers discount this. They say it 
igs more likely that a bomb three 
to six times as powerful as the 
Hiroshima and Bikini! bomb has 
been developed. 

More than that, many military 
men see no point in making atomic 
bombs much bigger and powerful, 
They will be just a waste. They will 
not blow up a sufficiently larger 
area to justify their size, but will 
waste energy by blowing up too 
thoroughly from a military point 
of view, an area only a little larger 
than the Hiroshima bomb destroy- 
ed. The military men undoubtedly 
would like to haye less powerful 
atomci bombs, easier to handle, not 
more powerful ones. 

Next, the doctors are saying that 
atomic rad{ation’s harmful effect 
on man has been over-estimated. 
For years after Hiroshima, doctors 
who made continuing studie, of 
radiation victims there say the ra- 
dilation effects haye stopped for the 
most part, and are not so severe as 
at first suspected. Vitamin “P” has

vessels caused by atomic radiation, 

‘And last and potentially most {m- 
portant, scientists are beginning to 
believe that the uranium era of the 
jatomic age may not endure too 
long-- that it might be possible to 
produce enormous amounts of ato- 
mic energy by hydrogen-hellum 
synthesis instead of by the fission 
of scarce uranium, And hydrogen 
is one of the most plentiful sub- 
stances of the world. 

The sun constantly converts hy- 
drogen into helium and in so doing 
releases amount, of energy much 
faster than can be done by smash- 
ing the atoms or uranium. 

There haye been rumors that the 
United States already has made a 
hydrogen-helium synthesis bomb. 
But it is almost certainly not true. 
Scientists are working on tHe idea, 
but there are two obstacles as yet 
unsolved, They do not know what 1s 
the “atomic glue,” the substance 
or energy by which the sun smakes 
atoms unite. And secondly, they 
do not know how to set up a syn- 
thesis chain reaction, that is, a 
process by which continuou, syn- 
thesis can be carried out as they 
carry out a chain reaction of con- 
inuous fission in atom smashing. 

The question hag been raised as 
to whether, if scientists developed 
a hydrogen-helium bomb or method 
of creating atomic energy by chan- 
ging hydrogen into helium, they 
wouldn't be in danger’ of blowing up 
the world. Experts say not, that it 
could be controlled. 

But the big thing about the pro- 
spects of hydrogen-helium atomic 
energy is that presumably it would 
be even les, capable of being kept 
as a monopoly of by than is the 
uranium bomb. 

Everybody has hydrogen, unlimi- 
ted amounts of it, and everybody 
has electricity. From these two 
sources, every nation soon would be 
able to create hydrogen-helium 
bombs and energy. 

If we consider the progress the 
scientists are making and threaten 
to make and compare it with the 
lack of progress of the U-N atomic 
Energy CommisSion, we see how 
far behind the scientists the 
world’s statesmen are lagging. 

And we also see that the generats 
trying to make plans for the future 
defense of their countries, are com- 
pelled to work in the dark. They 
know they are being left behind by 
science.

Cancer of Face and Mouth 


When cancer occurs in or on the 


body, the first thought of the phy- 
sician ig to get rid of every cancer 
cell in or out of sight, because it 
is only too well known that cancer 
cells can travel to all parts of the 
body and set up a new, or secondary 
cancer. 

On the other hand, where the 
cancer is on the face or about the 
mouth, the thought of how his face 
may look after the operation is nat- 
urally on the patient's mind, After 
the cancer is removed and healing 
has occurred more or less disfigure- 
ment remains. The patient then 
must decide whether to haye a 


‘further operation to remove some, 


if not all, of the disfigurement. 

In “The Journal of the American 
Dental Association,” Louis T, Bay- 
ers, M. D., St. Louls, states that 
while surgery plays an important 
role in cancer it is simply one of 
several methods of caring for a 
cancer patient. 

While radium or X-ray treatment 
is suitable in many cases of mouth 
and face cancer, surgery by the 
Imife or electric knife (cautery) 
is considered bestywhere the knife 
can reach all parts of the cancer. 

Knife removal of cancer js desir- 
able where possible because it is fol- 
lowed by immediate healing, where- 
as cautery removal is not. Electric 
cautery is considere dbest where 
there is a great amount of cancerous 
tissue to be remoyed, as knife sur- 
gery, in such a case would mean 
great loss of blood. However, heal- 
ing following the use of cautery is 
not immediate, and leaves more 
scar tissue, which disfigurement re- 
quires plastic surgery later. Of 
course ,there are cases where radi- 
um must be used and plastic sur- 
gery must follow. 

Physicians in most cases of can- 
cer of face and mouth, and most 
intelligent patients, will choose im- 
mediate removal of the cancer by 
the knife and leave the matter of 
repair of the scar for later consid- 
eration. It is now known that all 
cancer tissues must be removed, or 
death will surely follow.

Q. How can I clean windows dur- 
ing cold weather without using wa- 
ter? 

A. Try dampening the cloth with 
wood alcohol, then polishing with a 
clean, dry cloth.

A. Braid together two taffies of 
different color and flavor, Each 
of these must be flayored and col- 
ored before St {s pulled.

Q. How can TI clean nickel satis- 
factorily? 

A. Apply kerosene and whiting; 
then polish with a dry flannel cloth.

Q. How can I clean a rug VAAN 
a vacuum cleaner? 

A. By soaking some newspapers in 
warm water and then squeezing out 
the water until: the paper is dry 
enough not to drip. Tear thi, in 
small pieces and scatter over the 
carpet. Sweep slowly with a good 
broom, beginning in the center of 
the room. The damp paper will pre- 
vent the dust from flying and the

A. Sew a strip of elastic inside the 
top of the pockets and tack the wool 
to it in a few place {t will draw the 
pocket back into postion and stop 
the sagging. 

Q. How can I add flavor to cocoa?

On The Selling End 

If the price of coffee is getting 
too much for you stretch your bud- 
get—but don’t try vo stretch the 
coffee, 

According to an expert, that 
pound of coffee will only make 40 
to 50 cups, whether you use a 
dripolator, a perculator or your 
son's chemistry set. 

These words of advice came from 
Edward Aborn an expert of the 
coffee association. \ 

Aborn is as sad as the average 
housewife about the rising price 
of coffee. Only his laments are 
slightly different from hers. 

He's been listening to the groans 
from coffee drinkers just about as 
long as he can stand it. He figures 
it’s about time somebody took the 
side of the coffee bean. 

It takes from five to seven years 
to get a coffee tree into production. 
That's the first thing Aborn would 
like coffee drinkers to know, When a 
coffee tree does get to the produc- 
ing stage, Aborn says one tree pro- 
duces only about one to one and one 
half pounds of coffee a year. In the 
entire Ifetime of a coffee tree it 
produces only about 30 pounds of 
coffee, 

That's why Aborn is going around 
these days with a hurt look, Nobody 
seems to think about these coffee 
facts of life. He says: “Don't get 
me wrong, I don’t like high prices 
on anything, but even at a dollar a 
pound coffee only costs about two 
cents a cup.” And that, as Aborn 
happily points out, is less than you 
pay for a glass of carbonated water. 

There could be a silver lining to 
all this. People could learn to make 
better coffee, since they're spending 
more for the ingredients, That 
would bring the smiles back to the 
faces of Aborn and his brewing 
committee. 

He says that housewives’ first 
mistake les in thinking that cof- 
fee Js so easy to make they don’t 
need to devote any time to it. Throw 
in some coffee and water and the 
result is a hot cup of something to 
drink, 

The result can be a catastrophe. 
;The brewing committee has had a 
scientist trying every coffee brew- 
ing method known for the last ten 
years, Aborn says that the recipe 
still fs two level tablespoons of cof- 
fee to every cup—or six ounces — 
of water. In his own words: “The 
only way to stretch the coffee any 
further “; to settle for a weak cup.” 

He thinks the average house- 
wife doesn’t use enough coffee in 
the first place, and doesn’t meas- 


ur accurately enough in the sec- 
ond. 


A house is being built on they 
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From a bucget point of view, 
there's a slight drawback for the 
housewife who learns to turn out 
a perfect cup every time. She'll just 
haye to sct aside more money to 
buy coffee, Aborn says: “Our re- 
search has shown that if we get a 


family drinks twice as much.” 

At first it seems like a vicious 
circle, Drinking more coffee would 
make the shortage more acute and 
the prices higher. But Aborn refus- 
es to add this worry to his others. 
He figures that sooner or later the 
good old Jaw of supply and demand 
will work, no matter what the con- 
sumption. e 


As for the rumors of dire coffee 
shortages ahead — Aborn regards 
them with equal calm. He figures 
they're going to start planting cof- 
fee in real earnest in Brazil again. 
According to his figures, there are 
only two Billion Coffee trees in 
Brazil now—compared to three bil- 
lion in 1938. Overproduction in the 
thirties caused the growers to cut 
down the output. 

But now that the demand has in- 
creased, the coffee pendulum, he 
thinks, will swing the other way, 
In the meantime Aborn says, 
there will be a world shortage of 
coffee but not a real shortage in 
Canada or the United States as he 
explains it, “Both countries have 
the dollars to outbid the rest of 
the world.” 

But since your money will go into 
the bidding, Aborn thinks you might 
as well resolve right now that, if 
you're going to make coffee, it 
should be good coffee. And that 
simply means sticking closely to 
the standard formula. Two level 
tablespoons of coffee to one cup 
of water. No more. No less.

A New York pschologist says mo- 
vies are breaking up a lot of mar- 
riages by making wives dissatis- 
fied and giving husbands inferiority 
complexes. This is the opinion of 
Alfred E. Johns, who specializes in 
patching up broken homes.

* The university’s college of home 
economics has just completed a ser- 
jes of tests to find how much en- 
ergy housewives burn doing ordi- 
nary tasks. 

According to the experts, work 
space, and equipment. still need 
improvement to preyent unneces- 
sary use of energy. 

They say that nine housewives 
participated in the test. All were 
young, of medium height and weight 
and in good physical condition. And 
all but one were mothers of small 
children, 

Each woman ate the same break- 
fast daily. After breakfast each 
rested cne-half hour and again at 
10-minute intervals between tests. 

In the study of the home-makers, 
{t was found that the women used 
twice as much energy to reach 56 
inches from the floor as they did 46 
inches. 

And reaching an article on a 
shelf 72 inches from the floor bur- 
ned up four-times a, much energy 
as from the 46-inch height. 

Mrs, Bratton says it's hoped the 
Tesults of the tests will be of help 
to architects and designers of house- 
hold equipment.

ADVERTISING IS AN INVESTMENT 

The Royal Bank of Canada has written some 
a-b-c rules for advertising, rephrasing in a simple 
language for the Jayman these fundamentals familiar 
to every advertizing man: 

1. Advertising is an investment, not a speculation. 
Gambles in advertising, followed by disappointment 
and retrenchment, are wasteful. They upset the econ- 
Con, equilibrium. 

. Advertising is fruitless if the advertiser does 
not res something that will genuinely serve some 
human want. 

8. Do not expect overwhelming returns in the 
way of sales from the first ad or two, Advertising 
does not work that way. It deposits in the mental 
storehouse of the prospect impression after impression 
until he has a well-defined picture of the product and 
the service it will perform for him. 

4, The business executive is headed for disappoint. 
ment if he satisfies his ego merely by matching the 
competitor's advertising appropriation dollar for dollar, 
or even by topping it. Not the size of the appropria- 
tion, but the quality of advertising is important. 


IT MAY REDUCE THE TURNOUT... 

The majority vote in Council which turned down 
a proposal to change the date of Lindsay’s nomina- 
tions and elections recently, may have also put a 
damper on chances for a good turnout for either oc-_ 
casion. Nomination night falls on the Monday which 
will be observed as the Christmas holiday this year 
and it therefore follows that election day will be on 
the day observed as the New Year holiday.

Unfortunately the time for doing this has passed 
in Lindsay but the effect of the decision to let things 
3tand should be studied carefully to determine whether 
or not it was a wise one to make for future reference. 


WHY FOLLOW PRECEDENT 

That’s the question the Royal Bank’s current 
Monthly Letter asks this month in a timely commen- 
tary on the approaching New Year.

“Advent of a New Year for some reason has the 
effect of throwing our minds backward in time”, writes 
the Letter, “In a burst of making up for the sorrows 
of the past and smothering the memories of its mis- 
takes we indulge in a brief orgy of fun.

LESS NOISE PLEASE ! 

It’s a noisy world we live. in and its inhabitants may 
be thankful that there is a faction at work trying to 
induce people to live more quietly. Without this ele- 
ment striving for reduction in the amount of noise 
mankind is bent on creating itis hard to tell just how 
exuberant the human element might become with all 
the noise making at its disposal in this mechanical 
age. 

Recognizing: the need for still greater efforts to 
curb man’s noisy ambitions, the Globe and Mail brands 
them as “‘Anti-Social”. It writes: 

“Mechanical progress may reach a climax when 
the psychological hazards arising from its noise begin 
to outweigh the material convenience it provides. Child- 
ren who do their home-work with the radio going full 
blast are showing some signs of adapting themselves 
to the new condition. But mankind’s capacity for fur- 
ther evolutionary adaptation is limited; and it is doubt- 
ful whether we can: develop a satisfactory defense 
against nolsy disturbances before the progress of meGhe 
anical cacophony renders us deaf.” 

“Automobiles, for instance, are recognized as: be- 
ing dangerous machines, even when operating most 
quietly. An operator who drives with his horn instead 
of his brains intensifies the danger of this type of 
transport. He creates an additional daylight hazard 
no less dangerous than the glare of high headlight 
beams at night. The indiscriminate clamor of some 
street car gongs defeats its own purpose. It be- 
comes a confusing nuisance instead of a reasonable 
warning. Too often in the city the motorman and 
the automobile driver seek’ to transfer their own re- 
sponsibility for safe driving practices by scaring. the 
daylights out of pedestrians and other vehicular traf- 
fic in front of them.” : 

‘Then there is the telephone addict who can- 
not rememer numbers, but calls four or five wrong 
ones before beng driven to the directory—which he 
should have consulted in the first place.

“ Tt appears we have just made 
it in time, considering the recent 
turning oyer of the two Chinese air 
companies, the CNAC and the CAJC 
which means no more flights into 
Nationalist areas,” writes Mr. Veals. 
“They know the war is nearly over 
and, being Chinese, have made their 
peace with what is to be the future 
government of China. 

' “The one American controlled 
line is still sending some planes into 
Nationalist areas but these areas 
are shrinking every day. The turn- 
over of the air lines means that we 


outside world. We have a chance 
today to send letters out to Hong 
King by a meang not to be stated, 
and they will be mailed there. This 
may be the last chance we -will get 
before the turnover comes here. 

“The Lutheran mission plane is 
flying under the direction of the 
CAJGC, T do not think it can come 
in here again, We were on its last 
trip. We were able to bring in every- 
thing we had with us, including 
some things we bought in Hong 
Kong and that is a great advantage. 

“We found all our people here 
very calm and our work being car- 
tied on as usual. Our missionaries 
were at annual meeting in Chengtu 
when we arrived. They. were cer- 
tainly glad to see the group that has 
just come out -the Kilbornes, Ar- 
nups and ourselves -they arrived ten 
days before us. It has helped a lot, I 
think, in the morale of the Chinese 
Christian, as well as the mission- 
aries.” 5

The Nervous Patient And The 
General Practitionet 

Physicians who have been prac- 
tising’for years will agree with the 
statement that as students they 
were shown many of the rarer types 
of disease in medicine and surgery 
and few of the common everyday 
types. While this is perhaps natural, 
Dr. Walter G. Alvarez, Mayo Clinic, 
in “The Iowa State Medical So- 
ciety Journal,” Des Moines, states 
that although the family physician 
is frequently helped in making a 
diagnosis by knowing the patient 
and his background, the average 
physician does not think enough 
of a neurosis. (A method is a con- 
dition in which the mind and the 
emotions are a factor in causing the 


physical symptoms present.) Phy- | 


sicians sometimes fail to notice a 
neurosis among their own relatives. 

While laboratory tests are of great 
importance, Dr. Alverez point, out 
what emotional disturbances can 
cause symptoms similar to physio- 
logical abnormalities. But a physio- 
logical cause revealed by a labor- 
atory test is usually considered the 
real cause. 

What the physician, will see 
everyday will be hhervous men and 
women with negative reactions to 
tests of all sorts of distress every- 
where; backaches, headaches, pain- 
ful monthly periods, gas pressure, 
fatigue, and lack of energy. Instead 
of making all the laboratory tests, 

d if nothing is found, just cal- 
ling the patient a neurotic, his 
mental and emotional reactions 
should first be considered, because 

oO any little abnormality found by the 
laboratory might be considered the 
rea] or fundamental cause of his 
symptoms and given full attention 
instead of the small attention it de- 
serves. 

This i; not to say that a com- 
plete physical examination should 
not be made, but that the nervous 
and emotional patient should be 


studied more from the standpoint of | 


his nervousness and emotionalism- 
as a human bejng --and less from 
the standpoint of any little phys!- 
cal defect or slight abnormality 
found by laboratory methods. 

Two conditions often caused by 
emotional disturbances and not re- 
cognized as such are migraine (one- 
sided headache) and distress of 
stomach and Intestines not related 
to meals or bowel movement. 


Still Too Many Diabetics 
Notwithstanding the fact that 
@ Drs. Banting and Best discovered 
insulin more than 25 years ago, and 
so enabled diabetics as long, or 
nearly 2s long, as non-diabetics, 
there are still too many men, women 


and children under treatment for | 


diabetes in the United States, And 

there are about 2 million more who 

have diabetes and do not know it. 
An editorial in “General Prac- 


tiee Climtcs,’” published by the | 


Washington (D. ©.) Institute of 
Medicine, states that there is an 


estimated group of 50,000 juvenile | 


diabetics in whom the disease de- 
veloped before 15 years of age. 

The real cause or causes of dia- 
betes are unknown, but the under- 
lying cause or condition is lack of 
enough insulin in the body. The 
diabetic differs from the normal 

» person only in that, because of in- 
sufficient insulin (a fluid manufac- 
tured by the pancreatic gland), he 
is unable to make use of some of his 
food and it gets thrown out of the 
body in the uirne instead of being 
carried by the blood to serve use- 
ful purposes in the body. Thus one 
of the “good” results of the food 
shortage during World War II was 
the great decrease in the number of 
overweight individuals, and there- 
fore in the number of diabetics, 
(Overweight is very often a forerun- 
ner of diabetes). Naturally then, the 
chief object of the treatment of dia- 
betics is to enable them to use 
fully all the food they eat. The pre- 
disposing causes are heredity, over- 
eating, and obesity. 

) Horedity is a large factor in the 

cause of overweight, the editorial 
states, and this is also stated by Dr. 

E, P. Joslin, Boston, the outstand- 

ing authority on diabetes. Thus 
members of the families of diabetics 
should avoid infections, overeating 
and overweight if they wish to 
prevent diabetes. The successful 
treatment of diabetes, and it is suc- 
cessful in practically every case, is 
insulin, diet and regulated exercise. 

When we remember that before 
the discovery of insulin practically 
every case of diabetes died within 
months or a couple of years at most, 
and now, by followng these simple 
rules, diabetics livé as long or al- 
most as long as non-diabetics we 
realize that humanity owes much 
to the discoverers of insulin.

False Pleurisy (Pleurodynia) 

When pain occurs anywhere in 
the chest, the first thought is likely 
to be that heart disease is present 
particularly if pain i, in the front 
part of the chest. If pain is else- 
where in the chest the first thought 
may be that it is caused by pneu- 
monia or pleurisy. What we forget 
is that heart disease, pneumonia 
and pleurisy all occur behind or in- 
side the ribs. 

One of the outstanding symptoms 
of pleurisy is the pain caused when 
breathing. Painful breathing may 
readily be a definite sign of pleu- 
risy, However, as pointed out in 
previous articles, there is a pain 
caused by what s called false pleu- 
risy, pleurodynia, the pain arising 
not under the ribs but in the mus- 
cles on the outside of the ribs. _ 
Naturally, when the individual 
breathes in air, these muscles, some 
which help raise the ribs, have to 
move and the movement causes 
pain just as in true pleurisy. 

Some years ago an epidemic of 
false pleurisy, pleurodynia, occurred 
in Engiand, Denmark and Norway, 
some 10,000 cases being reported in 
Denmark alone. (Pleurodynia must 
be reported to the authoritie, in 
Denmark.) 

In the summer of 1942, Dr. Tas- 
ker Howard, in “The Journal of the 
American Medical Association,” re: 
ported 166 cases in Brooklyn and 
in 1947 Drs. J. J. Finn, T. H. Wel- 
ler and R. Morgan reported that 
in Brooklyn Mass., 114 patients 


| Were admitted to Boston City Hos- 


pital. 

The symptoms of pleurodynia are: 
sudden onset of a severe pain a- 
cross the chest, in abdomen or in 
the shoulder. It was described by 
patient, as “smothering,” “stab- 
bing,” “knifelike” and “like a vise 
around the lower ribs.” The pain 
Was increased by deep breathing, 
yawning, coughing, and movements 
of the body. The pain lasted from 
two to seven days. The X-rays 
showed lungs to be normal and the 
diaphragn (roof of abdomen and 
floor of chest) moved normally up 
and down. 

While the cause of pleurodynia 
| has not yet been discovered, infect- 
ion by some small organism (a vir- 
us), is likely the cause as the ail- 
ment was passed along from one to 
another in epidemic form. Rest and 
mild pain-relieving drugs is the 
only treatment necessary.

Farm Loang Increase 42 Percent In 
Yeas 

The Annual Report of the Can- 
adian Farm Loan Board for the 
year ended March 31, 1949 has just 
been issued. The Board is a Do- 
minion Government agency making 
mortgage loans to farmers and has 
been In operation for over 20 years. 

‘The Report shows that during the 


year $4,919,300 wa, approved for | 


loans. This is an increase of 42 per 
cent over the previous year and fs 
‘he largest annual volume of busi- 
ness transacted by the Board in 
the last 12 years. Since 1929 the 
Board ha, lent over $65,000,000 to 
Canadian farmers and its current 
investment in farm mortgages ex- 
ceeds $24,000,000. The general eco- 
nomic condition of the farming 
community is reflected in the, fact 
that approximately 96 per cent of 
all first mortgage borrowers from 
the Board had no interest arrears at 
the end of the fiscal year. Interest 
arrearg at March 31, 1'49 equalled 
only 0.217 pe cent of principal out- 
standing being the lowest percent- 
age of interest arrears to prinolpal 
{n the Board's history. 

Board officials state that there 
{1s a noticeable trend toward larger 
farms particularly in the prairie 
Provinces and that over 1-3 of the 
money being borrowed is being us- 
ed to buy farms or additional farm 
land. They also say that a ‘good 
proportion of current borrowing 1s 
for the purchase of livestock and 
implements and to make farm im- 
provements in contrast to the situ- 
ation a few years ago when much of 
the money borrowed was used to pay 
accumulated debts.

| You know that wood lot you 
| have in the back 50 acres? You'd 
better begin to look upon it with 
more respect than you've probably 
been accustomed to treating it in 
the past. For it may hold the fu- 
ture solution to your problem of 
| feed for your dairy herd. 
Experiment, in the conversation 
of sawdust into dariy feed, which is 
a fairly old and successful story in 
| Scandianavian countries, finally 
have reached this continent.

Six Youths Who Want to Enlist Get a Preview 


of New Army as Tes

Brooklyn, N, Y¥.—(NEA)— After 
one meal and four hours in the New 
Army, six underprivileged boys who 
served as a test case for disillusion + 
ment still want to be soldiers when 
they grow up. They were not dis- 
illusioned at all, even by curtains 
on the Mess Hall windows and food 
served on plates. 

These particular six hail from 
the Children’s Village at Dobbs 
Ferry, N.Y., a home for “emotion- 
ally disorganized” boys. After tast- 
ing R. O. T..C., in which they made 
good records, they decided the Army 
was the future they wanted. Village 
authorities, not sure the idea wasn’t 
mostly a boy's idea of romantic ven- 
ae decided they ought to find out 

what the Army is really like. 

The Army cooperated handsome- 
ly. Accompanied by a small brigade 
of Army publicity men, photogra- 
phers and recruiting officers, the 
six were given a day at Fort Ham- 
ilton, a permanent post in Brook- 
lyn. 

Nobody tried to hide anything 
from the boys; a tough mess ser- 
geant, for instance, showed them 
the ritual of K.P., including the 
hand method of peeling potatoes. 
On the other hand, there was no 
attempt to discourage Army am- 
bitions; the sergeant also exhibited 
the New Army's mechanical potato 
peeler. 

First stop for the six was the Ser- 
vice Club, where Major S. E. Mear, 
the Post Information and Educa- 
tion Officer and the boys’ guide, 
showed off the table tennis tables, 
hobby shop, comfortable chairs, 
snack bar and library. 

The Mess Hall was the next port 
of call, and the six boys dove into 

typical Army chow—roast pork, 
scalloped potatoes, corn and stewed 
plums, 

“Gee, this is better than Sunday 
dinner at the Village,” grinned one 
youngster. “Is the food this good 
every day?” 

A stern look from one of the Vil- 
Yage authorities, who accompanied 
the boys, brought forth the quali- 
ification, “Well, I guess Sunday 
dinner at the Village is better: we 
usually have {ce cream.” 

Then, Major Mear led the way 
to a Military Police headquarters, 
where an MP noncom displayed the 
gun room, and let the boys handle 
the rifles. 

“I'm interested in the M-P.'s” one 
of the boys—the smallest, incident- 
ally—told the Major. “It’s a rough 
job. I guess that’s why I like {t.” 

The motor pool was visited by 
the group, led by two eager lads 
who wanted to drive the big trucks. 

“Motor pool! Boy, that's for men!” 
said sone, as he raced toward the 
garage. They didn't get to do any 
driving, but the noncom in charge

‘Soundless Sound’ In the Washing 
Machine May Be Soapless Soap 
for Tomorrow's’ Laundry

Washington—(NEA)—A nolse you 
can't hear my soon be doing the 
family wash without soap or deter- 
gents. 

The same “soundless sound” also 
will be homogenizing milk (the kind 
you drink) and blending cold cream 
(the kind women put on their fac- 
es.) 

That is the prediction, in audi- 
ble tones, of Stanley FP, Reed, direc- 
tor of the Reed Research laborator- 
fes in Washington, who says that 
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ULTRA HIGH frequencies keep 
hot food hot on this tray, 


“practical, every-day use of ‘sound- 
less sound’ {s now simply a matter 
of adapting to commercial mass 
production the results we are Bet- 
ting in the laboratory.” 

By “soundigss sound,” he means 
the sound frequencies too high for 
the human ear to hear. Sound can 
readily be turned into power, and 
in the ultrasonic or soundless 
range it’s equal to several thousand 
times the force of gravity. 

Up to now, the high cost of the 
electric power {t takes to make 
“soundless sound” has kept its pds- 
sibilities In the dream stage, but 
Reed researchers claim they've 
found a method that’s seven and a 
half times cheaper than any other, 

The trick, Reed believes, is to 
make a fluid used in a specific op- 
eration (such as the water in the 
washing machine) take place of 
most of the electric power ordinar- 
{ly used, 

This is accomplished by what he 
calls a “vortex system.” It shoots the 
fluid, jet fashion, ogainst a reed 
or diaphragm and generates enor- 
mous amounts of sound energy. The 
energy of this nolseless noise does 
the work. 

In the Reed laboratories right 
now, they're doing laundry with a 
washing machine that operates with 
ordinary cold tap water and noth- 
ing else. No soap, no wringer, no 
drier, and no heater. 

In industry, Reed expects to pro- 
duce solutions of oi] and water that 
won’t separate, blend beauty pre- 
parations; cut the cost of homogen- 
izing milk by 75 per cent, lower the 
cost of making paper, and do all 
kinds of industrial cleaning Jobs. 

Reed's interest in ultra high

New Windshield Glass 


Cuts Headlight Glare

New York (NEA)—A glass-maker 
has come up with a new automobile 
windshield glass that will take some 
of the sting out of the glaring head- 
lights of oncoming cars. 

Since “sealed beam” headlights 
were developed some years back, the 
average car's main lights have\ been 
so dazzling they are nearly always 
@ great annoyance to motorists and 
often a serious danger on the roads. 

To meet this problem at least 
part way, the Libbey-Owens-Ford 
Glass Co. has produced a new glare- 
reducing safety plate glass for win- 
shields, It has a slight bluish-green 
tint, Iron added to the raw material 
mixture largely does the trick. .

ever, that the product will do too 
much toward protecting a driver's 
eyes from the direct rays of a ris- 
ing or setting sun. 

Drivers who have usedithe glass 
say they don’t particularly care any 
more whether oncoming cars at 
night dim their headlights’ or not. 
They say the tinted windshield soft- 
ens the glare considerably, 

Regular windshield glass allows 
88 per cent of available light to pass 
through Libby’s new product low- 
ers this figure to 82 per cent. That 
is just four per cent above the min- 
imum demanded by state laws for 
safety's sake. 


The new glass has @ second fea- 
ture—it blocks about 16 per cent of 
the sun’s heat-producing infra-red 
Tays. 

Not too many may realize that 
doctors believe actual physical dam- 
age is done’ to the eyes by the dir- 
ect rays of bright headlights. And 
according to the Automoble Glub of 
New York, such glare can cause 
temporary blindness for as long as 
three seconds. 

The National Safety Council says 
the high beams most drivers use on 
the roads constitute a major diffi- 
culty in night driving safety.“An- 
noyance due to glare is frequent in 
many accidents.” it adds. 


Connecticut found that in one 
year 3.5 per cent of its highway mis- 
haps could be ascribed directly to 
blinding headlights. Illinois recorded 
a figure of around three per cent, 
and Minnesota and New Jersey of 
about two per cent. Most other stat- 
es lumped these accidents with oth- 
ers caused by different kinds of ob- 
structed vision, 

Educating drivers to depress their 
high beams when approaching 
other cars on the road is a slow 
business, and police enforcement of 
state and city laws to that effect is 


almost impossible. There are too 
many violators.

New York — (NEA) — A stream- 
Zined, dehydrated and pre-dig 
version of “Tristan und Isolde,” one 
of the greatest of Wagnerlan operas, 
is going to be seen by thousands of 
people who've never before had a 
chance tp see famous singers per- 
form famous operas. 

Lauritz Melchior, the Metropoll- 
tan’s man-mountain, 1s going on 
tour this year with a cut-to-the- 
bone “Trisian,” taking it to citle 
previously off the beaten path of 
touring opera companies. 

“America is becoming music con- 
scious,” says Melchoir, whose moy- 
fes and radio appearances have 
helped create that feeling. “The 
Metropolitan's Saturday broad- 
casts of opera and various other 
radio and movie appearances have 
made the youth of America think 
about opera. 

“So we figured that maybe the 
people would like to see what the 
enimals look like. But we thought 
we should start giving them opera 
fn small doses.” 

An old German Wagnerian auth- 
ority, music coach and conductor, 
Ernest Knock, performed some 
major surgery on “Tristan,” the op- 
era Melchior picked. The heroic 
opera, which runs about four hours 
in {ts Metropolitain version— cut 
some at that—was reduced to three 
short acts, 

All characters, other than Tris- 
an and Isolde, the herp and heroine 
were bodily removed, Scenery and 
costumes were dispensed with. Even

the story was cut out. All that re- 
mains are the finest arias and the 
finest duets, sung by the finest 
Wagnerian voices in America — 
Helen Traubel and Melchior, who 
calls them “the heavyweight team 
of the Metropolitan Opera’s Wag- 
nerian wing.” 

From the four-hour Met version, 
“Tristan” was reduced in Knock’'s 
pint-sized portion to what Melch- 
for calls “a small two hours.” Each 
of the three acts runs about a half- 
hour, with an introduction and 
some between-the-act music by the 
orchestra, 


The program carries the complete 
story, telling what each number 
means and how it fits into the ov- 
orall tale. 

“T believe,” says Melchior, “that 
a good sample of serious music is 
all that people who've never been 
educated to it can take at the begin- 
ning.” 

The Knock “Tristan,” sung by 
Melchior and Traubel, had its debut 
in Philadelphia, at the Robin Hood 
Dell, last summer. They wanted to 
try it out before a “popular aud- 
fence.” 

“We were amazed by the recep- 
tion,” Melchior says. 

Beginning this January, Melchior 
and Traubel are taking their new 
“Tristan” to 14 cities, such as Bloo- 
mington, Ind.; Minneapolis; St. 
Louis; Knoxville, Tenn.; Birming- 
ham, and Atlanta . 


A large orchestra {s required for 
the performance, 50 Melchior, has 
timed his tour to coincide with the 
appearance of full-scale symphonies 
in those cities. Such organizations 
as tHe Cincinnati Symphony will 
accompany him and Miss Traubel in 
their “Tristan.” 

The full-size orchestra is neces- 
sary, Melchior feels, because “It 
must be put together so it’s smooth.” 

The six-foot, four-inch Danish 
born tenor will sing his 220th Tris- 
tan this season at the Metropolitan 
in New York. But he’s looking for- 
ward, with more enthusiasm to his 
latest venture. 

“Th expecting great Joy out of it,” 
he says.

Today, Burnt Creek is the hub 
of activity, exploring and preparing 
what has become known as the Un= 
gava deposit. Altogether, more than 
5000 square miles of rugged coun- 
try about midway between the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence and Hudson Strait 
are being readied by private com- 
panies, who are gambling that the 
area will some day rival Minnesota's 
Mesabl Range.

By now, an estimated $7,000,000 
have been poured into the project 
by mining companies. The work was 
speeded by World War II, which 
threatened to exhaust the tremen- 
dous Mesabi Rangé deposits, and by 
the discovery that Ungaya ore as- 
sayed at as high as 69 per cent 
natural iron, with the average 58.5 
per cent, compared to Mesabi's 51.5 
per cent.

Bion’s iron bonanza goes back to 
1893, when the Geological Suryey of 
Canada noted the presence of ore 
in the region. At that time, how- 
eyer, the ore was inaccessible and 
not vitally needed. 

In 1937 an Indian trapper, Math- 
jet Andre; brought some “pretty 


rocks,” out of Ungava, Chief Geol- 
ogist Dr. J. A. Retty saw the rocks, 
and assayed them at 68 per cent 
iron. Dr. Retty went to Ungava to 
see for himself. 


He's been there ever since, and 
they now call him “Mr. Ungava,” 
He urged thorough exploration of 
the area in 1937, but it wasn’t until 
World War II brought the iron ore 
situation into prominence that any- 
thing was done. 


In 1942, a Canadian corporation 
with an American affiliate began 
large-scale exploration. By 1947, 
testing and proving of a huge area 
was in progress, with Burnt Creek 
as headquarters. It was then that 
machinists, testing a -new- drill 
found fron ore right under Burnt 
Creek. They drilled for 367 feet, and 
were still in high-grade ore when 
they stopped. 


Authoritles say it will take five 
years and $200,000,000 to turn Un- 


of the Ungava area. Because it’s 
to move three miles away, 


gava into a paying proposition, The 
Seven Islands-Burnt Creek rail- 
road, now being surveyed, will cost 
$50,000,000, Another $45,000,000 will 
be needed for diesel locomotives, ore 
cars and other necessary railway 
equipment. , 


Seven Islands will need $10,0000,- 
000 for giant ore docks. Incidentally, 
the American city most likely to 
benefit from Ungava is Boston, 
which is 1000 miles by sea from Se- 
ven Islands and may become a 
huge ore port. 


Millions more will be needed to 
build up the towns of Seven Islands, 
which expects a population of 10,- 
000 in five years, and Burnt Creek, 
which hopes to hit 5000 in popula- 
tion. 


But, feels Canada in general and 
the Ungava region in particular, any 
expense will be worth it. There's 
iron in them thar hills, and lots of 
it.

Festival of Light 
One of Mourning 


Stockholm, December 14 (BUP)

WHY THE HURRY TO RAILROAD 
THROUGH TOWN PLANNING? 

There is too much. hurry about the last-minute 
decision of some members of the 1949 Council to 
railroad through a Town Planning Bylaw. This mat- 
ter has been left in abeyance all through the year 
and there is something suspicious about the belated 
burst of speed to saddle such a bylaw on the people 
of Lindsay. Why, many are naturally asking, the 
need for the sudden urgency? If this matter is so 
important, shouldn’t it have been attended to earlier 
in the, year? 

The bylaw which Genel! Iproposes to give first 
second and probably third reading to, is essentially 
fhe same as the one which was prepared a couple 
of years ago and rejected by the Council of those 
days. There have been a few minor changes which 
appear in the proposed bylaw as published in the Post 
today. 

This proposed bylaw would provide the means for 
imposing a number of restrictions on the people of 
Lindsay in the future. For this reason the public 
should study it carefully, decide whether or not they 
want such legislation, and let their members of 
Council know at once. 

Restrictions are always easier to impose than they 
are to get rid of, hence there should be no haste in 
imposing them. Plenty of time should be given to 
the people to be effected by a bylaw such as this to 
study it fully and then it should be imposed only by 
popular consent. A vote is called for on any matter 
of this nature. It is too broad in scope to be de- 
cided by a small governing body.

HYSTERIA IN CHILDREN: 

Several years ago I was sitting on 
a bench at a large resort when I no- 
ticed a tough-looking man take a 
seat on the bench ahead of me. A 
little later, one just as tough looking 
sat on the bench behind me, and 
shortly afterwards three more came 
singly and sat on’ adjoining ben- 
ches. I’ motioned for my family to 
join me, walked across the street 
and waited to see what would hap- 
pen, One of the men then “threw 
a fit’ and immediately" a crowd 
surrounded him—which gave the 
other men of the group a chance to 
pick the pockets of the excited 
crowd: Fortunately a policeman who 
appeared on the scene did not give 
them much opportunity to” pick 
many pockets and they-slunk quietly 
away, While this. was a “fake fit,” 
‘what is called hysteria is somewhat 
similar. 

“This “throwing a fit,” which is 
often mistaken-for an attack of ep- 
ilepsy, is called hysteria. It is really 
a means for the patient to call at- 
tention to himself, or to escape 
some responsibility. 

In “Modern Medicine of Canada,” 
Dr. W. A. Hawke, Toronto, states 
that hysterical reactions in child- 
ren, while arising in yarious situa- 
tions, are most commonly seen in 
relation to a school situation where 
the child is having difficulty with 
the work and in falling behind the 
others in the classroom. “The hys- 
terica] reaction to such’a situation 
‘\is usually one that will solve the 
| problem — either paralysis of the 
writing hand, a disturbance of vis- 
|!on which keeps him from seeing 
the board, or a varlety of abdominal 
complaints and pains which are us- 
ually more evident in the morning 
and prevent him from attending 
school.” Where the hysterical reac- 
tion occurs due to some home con¢i- 
tion, it is usually one that enables 
jthe child to obtain more attention 
and affection from the members of 
the household. 

The treatment of hysteria rests 
with the parents, guided by the fam- 
ily physician or in some cases by a 
psychiatrist. At school, less pressure 
by the teacher, extra coaching or 
perhaps placing in a lower grade 
will help. At home, parents will have 
to work out the proper relation be- 
tween themselves and the children, 
{and between the child and other 
members of the household. 

Sometimes the use of toys and 

games takes the child’s attention 
away from himself; he loses his 
| tenseness and becomes relaxed. Re- 
laxation will give the child more 
| control of himself; he will eat and

A statement of operations at ae 
Lindsay Recreation Centre (all 
phases of the unit) for the 11- 
month period ending November 
30th show a loss of $3,178.01. 

‘This figure is broken down two 
ways to show the loss sustained by 
the Recreation Centre (upstairs) 
$472.07 and the loss sustained by the 
Recreation Centre (downstairs 
which is the Arena) $2,705.94. An 
interesting feature of this report 
is that while the Arena division 
shows @ loss on the 11-month per- 
jod of operations of $2,705.94 the 
greater part of this loss {is in- 
curred by making provision for a 
$2,400 grant to the Recreation Cen- 
tre upstairs. 

A major reason for the Recrea- 
tion Centre showing such ’a small 
visible loss is that it was bolstered 
in its operation by a $4,800 grant by 
the Town of Lindsay, in addition to 
the $2,400 the Arena was committeed 
to pay it and $1,758.06 received from 
the Ontario Government. 


By far the best paying proposition 
in connection with the Recreation 
Centre (upstairs) is the Kindergar- 
ten which in the 11-month period 
grossed) $1,430.81 and paid out 
$915.24. 

Greatest single item of expense 
in connection with the Recreation 
Centre and the Arena is wages. The 
upstairs division required $7,298.48 
to pay its wages to November 30th 


While tbe the Arena needed $5,256.61. 
Ice activities at the Arena grossed 
$13,251.45, the refreshment booth 


$4,943.62 and wrestling $982.21. These ~ 


items coupled with other lesser re- 
ceipts gave the Arena a total re- 
enue of $20,314.28 to November 30th. 

Total expenditures to the same 
period amounted to $19,630.22, thus 
giving the Arena $684.06 to the good 
before outstanding | bills were taken 
into consideration, Outstanding ace 
counts amount to $900 to November 
80th, Ieaving the Arena division 
$305.94 in the hole, apart from its 
$2,400 debt to the Recreation Cen- 
tre upstairs. 

Light, heat and water, advertising, 
commissions, refreshment booth 
supplies, maintenance and repairs 
and insurance are the heavy expen- 
ditures, apart from wages, in the 
Arena division.

Parish Now:114 Years Old, 
Church Had Humble Beginning 


Omemee (PNS) One hundred and 
fourteen years is a long time in the 
life of a parish and not many Pro- 
testant or Catholic communities 
have had thelr need, ministered to 
for that length of time but, such is 
the record of the Roman Catholic 
parish at Downeyville. 


The first service to be held in 
‘the parish of Downeyville wa3 
held in-a private home. The priest 
was Father Crowley, from Peterboro 
In 1835 the old log church was built 
on the clergy reserve, lot of the 
former cemetery, one mile west of 
Downeyville, Here mass was said 
every few weeks by-.a -priest from 
Lindsay or Peterboro, who came on 
horseback, and for a good many 
years thi, system continued. 


In 1852, the first resident priest, 
Father Burk came, and roomed at 
the home of Mrs. Collins, the first 
priests’ home being erected shortly 
afterwards, one mile east of Dow- 
neyville, It was here that the 
church wag to be built, The timber 
and most of the material was 
brought to the site, when the west- 
ermost parishoners objected. They 
said the hill there was too bleak a 
Place for their teams to stand out 
in the cold during the winter, at 
Downeyville, on the other hand, 
there was shelter. Father Burk a- 
e@reed, and the material was moved 
to the present site and the church 
built, where {t now stands, The 


parishoners bought the land for 
$200,00, 

This first church was frame, 85 
were the church sheds, built. on 
another acre of land that Father 
Coyle bought. In 1895 the re-build-) 
ing produced a fine brick structure. 
-a vestry was added to it and a bell, 
put in the tower. 

In 1880, Reverend Father Con- 
nolly had taken charge of the pa- 
rish and it was during his time that 
the present presbytery wes built. He 
was succeeded by Father Brether- 
ton, who was the parish priest for 
11 years, under him the church was 
re-decorated inside. 

Father Bretherton made many- 
improvements, he had the sheds 
changed to the present position, 
across the road and planted the ce~ 
dar grove to the west of the church. 
After him, Father McGuire ar- 
ranged for the building of the Se-. 
parate School and secured the land. 
which constitutes the present ce- 
metery, three blocks east of the 
church. 

Father Galvin, the next priest, 
witnessed the building of the Par- 
ish Hall, now the centre of com- 
munity recreation and activity. To- 
day, as the people flock to worship. 
in the solid brick church on Sunday: 
and as the young people. gather in 
the Parish Hall for badminton, etc., 
it 1, fitting to remember Father 
Crowley, the first priest, saying the 
mass in a humble ‘private home.

The judge thought 
the penalty was too light and dou- 
bled it to 14 days.

“Magistrates are altogether too 
lenient,” his Honor said, “These 
drivers should be put off the high- 
ways.

In addition to voting for mayor 
and council for the 1950 term, Lind- 
sayites will find themselves casting 
ballots on another question, origin- 
ally intended to be put to the vote 
in 1951, This is the question of a 10- 
year franchise for Lindsay Lines 
Limited, now operating buses in the 
town. The matter of bus services 
for the coming 10-year period was 
the subject of a special meeting of 
town council called Thursday after- 
noon, 

“This meeting has been called in 
regard to the bus situation, and 
to give enabling legislation by the 
council to provide for a vote which 
We must have of the people in ord- 


er that we may give a franchise bey- 


ond a year to the bus company. 
This company naturally feels they 


would like to have this,” said May- 
or Moore. The people are happy to 
have the buses here. On the one 
hand the company feels it must 
have a definite tie-up with the mu- 
nicipality, and on the other hand, 
we would be well advised to haye a 
definite tie-up with the company.” 
The franchise agreement and by- 
law, which will be published in full 
by way of two insertions in the 
Lindsay Daily Post on December 
10 and 24, covers the 10-year period 
to 1960, with optional renewal date 
December 31, 1957. It was explained 
by Mayor Moore that no franchise 
payment would be set for a period 
of one year, and at that time the 
rate would be comparable, to other 
municipalities of a similar size and 
with similar transportaton service. 
The agreement provides that the 
company is to maintain a service of 
at least three modern coaches, oper- 
ating at half-hourly intervals, with’ 
the service to be increased if public 
éemand warrants jt. The Corpora- 
tion of the Town of Lindsay is 


*{bound to maintain all roadways on 


which the buses travel in good ord- 
er, and the company is not to be 
Mable for any accident arising out 
of faulty road conditions. Policemen 
and firemen, in uniform and on duty 
will be carried free of charge. The 
company is to‘carry insurance on 
all passengers, 

In case the company decides to 
cease operations in the town while 
the agreement is still in effect, they 
must pay $1000 lHquidation damages 
to the town, or give two months’ 
notice in advance of ceasing such 
operations, 

In commenting onthe haste in 
which the matter of franchise} for 
Lindsay Lines Limited is to be 
presented to the people of Lind- 
Say, Mayor Moore sald “it may be 
rushed, but I feel there is no ad-~ 
vantage in waiting and voting on 
it next year. We want to assure this 
service for the people for at least 
ten years. I can’t conceive of the 
people themselves getting rid of the 
buses any more than getting rid of 
the sewers. Howeyer, this council 
certainly doesn’t want another 
council getting in in another year 
or two and doing away with it.”

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Lindsay. Man Gets 3 Months 
On Dangerous Driving Charge 


Found guilty on a charge of 
dangerous driving, arising out of 
the highway death of James Fel- 
Jowes Adams on July 2, last, Mark 
Crowley, 124 Durham St., Lindsay, 
has been sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment, plus a fine of $200 
or a further term of three months, 
Col. R. I. Moore, counsel for the de- 
fense has entered an appeal. 

The original charge laid against 
Crowley was one of motor man- 
slaughter, but this was later re- 
duced to dangerou, driving. It was 
the sequel to a collision at the 
junction of Highway 46 and Vic- 
toria Road, in which the accused 


was severely injured, as were his 
passengers, his wife Margaret. His 
uncle, Dayid Crowley, of Lindsay, 
and hig cousin, Mary Crowley of 
Detroit. All three swore that Crow- 
ley had been driving carefully and 
stopped at the intersection. Judge 
McGibbon before whom the case 
was tried held that according to 
other evidence Crowley did not 
stop. 

Evidence presented showed that 
the Crowley car had entered the 
intersection when it came into col- 
lision with the car driven by Adams, 
who was instantly killed as his car 
rolled over.

Has Had Modern Water System 


If Lindsayites think the water 
supply isn’t so good now they should 
hark back to the “good old days” 
when the residents had a tough job 
scraping up enough for a bath. Wat- 
son Kirkconnell's Victoria County) 
Centennial History indicates that 
just before the turn of the century 
when the Town was just beginning 
to “feel its oats,” there was no ad- 
equate provision of water for drink- 
ing, washing and firefighting. This 
situation prevailed, he wrote, until 
1892. 

“For drinking purposes, private 
wells had to suffice. It was hoped at 
one time, that artesian wells, suf- 
ficient for the town, could be lo- 
cated within the civic limits, In 
1887, a heavy flow was found by 
Richard Sylvester while drilling on 
his property on the northwest cor- 
ner of Peel Street and Victoria Av- 
enue; and in 1886 the Town Council 
paid $500 to have a test well sunk on 
Edward Murphy's pasture lot, on 
Adelaide St., just north of the Col- 
legiate Institute, by Abraham Mos- | 
ley, of Beaverton. Mosely’s auger 
was broken and lost at a depth 
of 140 feet, and as no water had yet 
een discovered the project was ab- 
andoned.” 

“Bathing was ill provided for, ex- 
cept, perhaps, in a bath house built 
by Thomas Sadler, jutting into the 
river about 200 yards east of the 
grist mill. Here a bath could be had | 
by paying an admission fee of ten 
cents to Peter Forbert, the attend- 
ant. Part of the bath was fitted up 
to accommodae children, the bot- 
tom being covered with a lattice 
work of leather straps, thus allow- 
ing the water free circulation and 
preventing even the smallest child 
from filtering through.” 

‘The only fire protection was that 
furnished to the business section 
alone by a limited line of pipe and

“A change from all this came in 
1892, when the Town entered into

Advisable in Acute Illness, 


We read from time to time of how 

short is the period of hospital stay 

after operation today as compared 

to the usual two to three weeks for- 

merly advised. Most physiclans 

agree that hospital stay after a her- 

nia or rupture operation should Det 
shortened, as there {s no inflamma~- 

tion nor rise in temperature, How- 

ever, where there is an infectious 
disease such as bronchitis, pleurisy 
or pneumonia, rest in bed is usually 
recommended until temperature 1s 
down to normal plus one day extra 
for each degree of temperature a- 
bove normal present during the Iill- 

ness. 

During the epidemic in 1918-19, 
the greatest number of deaths which 
occurred was found among those 
who remained on their feet instead 
of going to bed as soon as the flu 
attacked them. By remaining on 
their feet during those first few 
days, they so weakened the heart 
muscle that when pneumonia or 
broncho-pneumonia complicated the 
flu, the heart muscle was not strong 
enough to do its work and many of 
them died. Those that went to bed 
early so saved the strength of the 
heart muscle that they were able to 
fight off these complications. 

It will come as a surprise to learn 
that keeping patients in bed who 
haye a disease with rise in temper- 
ature is not considered advisable by 
some physicians. Dr. J, C. DeWit, 
Amsterdam, investigated the num- 
ber of cases of thrombosis and em-

How Can I 


Q. How can I mend kid gloves so 
that the repair will be substantial? 

A, A tear in the kid glove can be 
mended satisfactorily if one, will 
buttonhole around the edge of the 
tear before drawing together; then 
oversew the buttonhole. 

Q. How can I make a good stuf- 
fing for prunes? 

A. Cream and roquefort cheese 
make a fine combination blended 
together and used to stuff prunes 
or dates. A delicious addition to 
this mixture can be made with a 
few nuts ground fine. 

Q. How can I bring out the full 
flayo= of raisin, and dates? 

A, The full flavor of raisins, dates, 
currants or figs can be brought out 
by soaking them in a little boiling 
water for about five minutes. Two 
tablespoons of boiling water for 
each half-cup of fruit will be sat- 
isfactory. 

Q. How can I make a hotter fire 
in the log fireplace? 

A. Do not remove all the wood 
ashes from the open fireplace. Leave 
some of them as a bed for the next 
logs to be burned. These ashes will 
retain a great amount of heat and 
give a quicker and hotter fire. 

Q. How can I eliminate the an- 
noyance of the lid jumping off 
when boiling dry beans or oths- 
starchy vegetables? 

A. Drop g teaspoonful of butter 
into the water. This acts the same 
as oil on troubled waters and keeps 
it calm and manageable. a 

Q. How can I clean the soiled 
leave, of house plants? 

A. By applying equal parts of 
milk and warm water. Use a sponge, 
and rub gently to prevent breaking 
tthe leaves. 


Q. How can I get better results 
when baking with yeast? 

A. Put the yeast into a little 
warm water and add a teaspoon of 
sugar and let develop a while in 
the water before adding to the 
dough mixture. This will cause the 
dough to rise more quickly and 
easily, and give the bread a better 
texture, 

Q. How can I make finer-textured 
fudge? 

A. Add one teaspoonful of baking 
powder to every two cups of su- 
gar when beating the fudge, and 
the candy will be much smoother 
in texture, 

Q. How can I clean velvet? 

A. It can be cleaned nicely by 
sponging with cleaning fluid, al- 
ways rubbing in one direction. Then 
steam over a boiling kettle. 

Q. How can I make a substitute 
for the pastry board? 

A. Try using a piece of clean 
white oillcloth. It {s more easily 
cleaned than the board, and can be- 
rolled up and put away in a clean 
place for next time wanted. 

Q. How can I write with ink on 
celluloid? 


A. If the surface jis first rubbed 
over over with a chalk crayon, and 
the dust wiped off with a clean 
cloth, the writing can be done 
easily. 

Q. How can Ij make a paint re- 
mover? 


A. Use two pounds sal-soda, one- 
half pound lime in one gallon of 
hot water to remove old paint. 
Stir together and apply to the 
paint while still warm. This solu- 
tion loosens the paint and {t can 


be easily removed.

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Polio Doesn't Paralyze 


Nurse's Polio Ambitions

Kansas City, Mo.—(NEA)—Virg- 
jnia Warner jis impatient to get 
back to work again caring for polio 
convalescents. But polio, for the 
second time in her life, is keeping 
her waiting. 

Miss Warner, a 24-year-old nurse, 
has been a patient at St. Luke's 
hospital here eyer since she was 
flown home three months ago on a 
stretcher from San Angelo, Tex. 
She had gone to San Angelo as & 
Red Cross recruit for the Nattonal 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
to help out in Texas’ worst polio epi- 
demic, 

She had been 
when she contracted her second 
case of the disease. The first time 
was when she was eight. Then the 
disease had left her left arm and 
leg paralyzed, but extensive treat- 
ment and hospitalization had 
brought back use of the afflicted 
limbs. 

The latest attack weakened mus- 
cles in Virginia's entire right side, 
but she hopes to be out of the hos- 
pital by Christmas. Through phys- 
ical therapy, she is having her arms 
and legs strengthened.

While recuperating from her first 
bout with polio, Virginia says she 
never “felt any different from oth- 
er children.” She says the main rea- 
son for that is because her parents 
didn’t spoil her. 

“They confessed that it pained 
them more than me to treat me ex- 
actly like my six sisters and two 
brothers,” she smiled. 

Although her left arm was in an 
“airplane splint” and her left leg 
in a brace, she was made to dry the 
dishes and help with the housework 
along with her sisters. The splint 
and brace made her “top heavy,”

“T can too,” came the confident 
reply, “Miss Warner is a nurse and 
she was crippled once.”

NEW YORK -(NEA)- In many a 
New York restaurant, you had to 
ask for a glass of water that usu- 
ally comes to your table with the 
menu. 


Flushing trucks no longer wash- 
ed the litter from the streets at 
night. In hotels and offices, signs 
went up to warn against faucets 
left running. In the city’s cata- 
combs, engineers made ready to 
pump salt water from the harbor 
into the high pressure fire lines. 

The wells that supply the world’s 
biggest city with 1,200,000,000 gal- 
lons of water a day were running 
dry, and its elght million people 
were facing a drought they found 
hard to belfeve. 

This was how serious the picture 
looked to an engineer of the city's 
Department of Water Supply: 

“Tf it didn’t rain for 95 days New 
York City would be without enough 
to drink, a doomed community un- 
able to function. 

“We don’t expect any such evil 
fate, but there are other dangers 
and inconveniences that still may 
be ahead. Any person who wastes 
water under these conditions is a 
bad citizen.” 

Unless New Yorkers turned off 
the water and listened, more in- 
convenience than restaurant meals 
without water or unwashed streets 
were in store. Water pressure might

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America’s Children Are Coming 
of Atomic Age Faster Than 
Their Parents, AEC Discovers

e Washington—(NEA) — America’s 
kids are coming of atomic age fast- 
er than their parents. 

In Providence, RJ., for instance 
second-graders are writing papers 
on atomic energy which show a 
better grasp of the subject than the 
average U.S. adult has. 

Here are some of the things tots 
are writing on the atom: 

“When we learn more about how 
valuable these atoms are, people 
will be very happy.” 

“Smart men called scientists 
study all about the atom. They tell 
us that there is a great power inside 
the atom. We call this power en- 
ergy.” 

“Atoms have electricity. Some 

articles have minus charges. There 
are some particles that have no 
charge ‘at all.” 


Another typical example of youth- 
ful cagerness to spread information 
on atomic energy is found in Mt. 
Baker High School of Deming, 
Wash. The pupils took it upon 
themselves to educate their elders 
on the subject. After they had 
learned all they could about ft they 
gave a series of 18 lectures and de- 
monstrations to civic and church 
groups, teacher organizations and 
to out-of-town schools. 


These 45-minute lectures included 
ingenious displays and exhibits, 
which according to U. S. Atomic En- 
ergy Commission officials, were ex- 
ceptionally accurate presentations 
of the working of atomic fission. 


The AEC has just completed a 
survey of how much education on 
atomic energy is being provided for 
American youth. Considering the 
newness of the subject, its com- 
plexity, the secrecy surrounding it 
and the lack of simple literature, 
the report reveals that youngsters 
of all ages have managed to pick 
up an amazing amount of informa-

More than 20 states have teach- 
er-training programs aimed at crea- 
ting instructors qualified to start 
regular courses on atomic energy 
in elementary and high schools. A 
E. C. officials believe that Iowa 
leads in this field. The report says: 

“There is probably a more coord- 
inated effort being carried forward 
in Iowa to integrate atomic energy 
into the classroom at all levels of 
education than in any other area,” 

Here are some examples of how 
atomic education is being given to 
high school students: 


“In New York City the board of 
education requires its schools to 
adapt the scientific and social as- 
pects of atomic energy in their 
courses of study in general science, 
biology, chemistry, physics, social 
studies and English.” 


“In Connecticut most schools are 
integrating atomic energy informa- 
tion in the chemistry and physics 
Classes.”

The final figures on the town’s 
1949 balance sheet will likely be 
back instead of red this year. Towm 
Clerk Allely told members of tha 
Council at their clean-up meeting 
last night that he expected the 
town’s operating account to show a 
surplus of about $2,609. He pointed 
out that this amount was subject 
to minor adjustments and said that 
the final figures would be available 
by Friday. 

In announcing he expected sur- 
plus, Mr. Allely declared that much 
of the credit for this happy state 
of affairs must go to the Board of 
Works Dept. which was expected 
to show a surplus of $4,700 after 
eyerything had been taken care of, 
Other deartments, he noted, con= 
tributed on a lesser scale, while 
some were overspent and therefore 
reduced the surplus. 

Ald. Ferguson, as chaiman of 
the finance committee said “I ap- 


" perciate what has been done very 


much indeed.” 

Mayor Moore declared: “Every 
chairman must be commended for 
the way he has managed his af- 
fairs this past year.” His worship 
Teferred to the inability of some 
chairmen to keep within their bua- 
gets and cited the Welfare Dept. 
as an example. “Welfare expenses 
haye been heavier, due, unfortuna- 
tely to the fact that we seem to be 
moving into times when there are 
more people on relief. E> noted that 
there were a lot of families reciey- 
ing relief now bécatise the heads of 
them had become unruly and jailed. 

Ald Speers wanted to know what 
the actual loss was last year.

Toy Factory 
Fire Burns 
9 Employees 


Toronto --St, Michael's Hospital of- 
ficial, in Toronto say three per- 
sons have been kept in’ hospital 
for treatment of burns suffered in 
a flash fire in a toy factory this 
morning. 

A total of nine victims were 
taken to the hospital after the fire 
burned through the Pax Manu- 
facturing Company plant (on Queen 
St. Bast) However, six of theny 
have been released following treat- 
ment. The company manufactures 
toys and cellulose products. 

Cause of the fire isn't definitely 
known, but it apparently started 
with a spark from a drying ma- 
chine. District Fire Ohief Dave 
Maxwell told British United Press 
the preliminary estimate of dam- 
age was two thousand dollars to 
and four thousand 
dollars to the contents, 

Fire fighters put out the blaze 
after a lengthy battle in which six 
fire hose and two ladder trucks 
were used. The interlor of build- 
ing was completely gutted, and the 
roof collapsed, 

Police say a thick smoke blan- 
kketed the area and a choking gas 
enveloped the vicinity of the bulld- 
ing. 

Still in hospital are Mrs, Nancy 
Brackin, 18 (of 147 Gledhill Avenue) 
‘Mrs. Alice Rayner, 47, (of 209 Birk- 
shire Avenue); and Norval Hodgson 
| 23, (of 11 Linton Avenue). All suf- 
fered seyere burns to the hands, 
face and body. 

Those who were treated but later 
ter released were: Ernest Orkawa 
(846 Mount Pleasant Boulevard); 
Joyce Hall (100 Birkshill Avenue); 
Kay Smallman (1636 Queen Street

Keenen says these regulations are 
necessary because the black wart is 
one of the most destructive diseas- 
es attacking potatoes. He says ib is 
quite serious in certain sections of 
Newfoundiand, where {t has been

Fortunately no outbreaks have oc- 
curred in Canada and when New- 
foundland joined Confederation im- 
mediate steps were taken to amend 
Federal regulations to prohit the 
movement of potatoes to the main- 
land. A heavy penalty is provided 
for any contravention of, the reg- 
ulations. 


The black wart disease has proy- 
ed even more a headache in Europe 
during the past fifty years or more. 
Actually, it has developed into a 
malignant canker striking at the 
prosperity of Europe's potato grow- 
Ing industry. 

In Britain and elsewhere losses 
have been reduced materially by 
the introduction of varieties {m- 
mune or highly resistant to the dis- 
ease. : 

However, some of these unfortun- 
ately have proved to be susceptible 
when grown under some Newfound- 
land conditions. ° : 

The Dominion Botanist says that 
the growing of potatoes’ becomes 
hazardous, if not impossible, once 
the fungus causing black> wart “gets 
into the soil, 

Uunfortunately, the presence of 
the disease can't be detected in the 
field unless the tubers aré examin- 
ed. This usually means that the 
canker is not found until harvest 
time. 

This allows the fungus to multi- 
Ply and spread unchecked during 
the growing season, ¢ 

The disease is evidenced by black 
wart-like protuberances arising on 
the surface of the tubers. Tt may, 
develop also on the stems of affect- 
ed plants below or just above the 

ground level, depending on the 
stage of development of the fungus.

For the benefit of any who may 
not have had any experience in 
taking an inventory, Mrs, Jenkins 
points out that it is simply a list 
of everything owned by the farmer 
with values attached. The value of | 
each item, of course, should be bas- 
ed upon what each item might bring 
at a fairly brisk auction. Naturally, 
the highest value should not be used 
for inventory calculation purposes, 
nor should the lowest figure. One 
should try and be consistent from 
year to year and so avoid “paper 
profits” one year and “paper losses” 
another, 

After listing all assets—{ncluding 
cash, bonds and accounts receiy- 
able—all monies owing are totalled 
and subtracted from the’ total assets.

‘Murder Will Out 


One hundred years ago this morn- 
ing, weathly Dr. George Parkman 
set out from his Beacon Hill home 
in Boston Massachusetts. He was 
seen at a bank...the grocer’s,,.and 
later near Harvard Medical school 
Then he disappeared into thin air. 

It was like a lot of other ‘dis- 
appearances; --similar to the way 
Judge Crater yanished in New York 
city --or the way Paula Welden 
disappeared without a trace from 
Bennington College in Vermont. But 
there was one difference --the dis- 
appearance of Dr, Parker eventually 
was solved --and the case became 
the most celebrated murder story of 
the 19th century. 

Yet it was solved not by a cele- 
brated detective --but by a skepti- 
cal janitor. 

When Dr. Parkman yanished No- 
vember 23rd, 1849, all of Boston 
talked of little else. Other news- 
including that of the California 
gold rush --took a back seat. Hun- 
dreds of citizens searched for the 
tall, handsome doctor, anxious to 
collect the three-thousand dollar 
reward which Was quickly posted. 

Police arrested dozens of persons 
for questioning --and let them all 
go. 

Two days after the disappearance 

Professor John White Webster of 
the Harvard Medical School called 
on Parkman's brother. Webster had 
been seen with Dr. Parkman the 
afternoon he disappeared. The 
meeting had been short --just long 
enough for Webster to pay 483- 
dollars he had owed the doctor. 
- With this information --possibly 
pointing to robbery -police con- 
centrated their search for two days 
about the medical school. However 
Professor Webster neyer for a mo- 
ment wag, under suspicion, He was 
one of Boston’s most distinguished 
citizens. 

However, there was one man who 
wasn’t absolutely sure that Web- 
ster was completely in the clear. 
The amateur Sherlock Holmes was 
Ephraim Littlefield. For years, he 
had been a janitor at Webster's 
laboratory. 

Ror one thing, he had heard Park- 
man and Webster arguing two days 
before the disappearance. And for 
another thing ~--well, Ephraim 
Littlefield was troubled about a 


giving gift from Webster. But in 
seven years on the job, {t wag the 
first time that the janitor had ever 
been remembered on the holiday 
by his boss. 

So on Thanksgiving t-when the 

search had quieted down for a 
moment --Littlefield went to Har- 
vard Medical school. He used a pass- 
key and went into Webster's pri- 
vate laboratory. As his wife stood 
guard, Ephraim went through the 
private papers and cabinets, bus 
found nothing there, 
_ However, he located a sealed-in 
yault beneath the laboratory. Little- 
field couldn't get in ---so he got a 
crowbar and a hammer. He worked 
for a while and then went home-- 
to come again the next day when 
the laboratory was empty. ry 

It wasn’t until late Friday night 
that the job was finished. The 
weary janitor raised high a light 
and peered through the hole he 
had knocked in the vault. Inside 
was part of a man's leg. : 

“I knew --Littlefield testified lat- 
er --“That this was no pla’ce for 
such things,” 

In a series of sensational moves, 
Professor Webster was seized, jail- 
ed, and indicted for murder. At his 
12-day trial before the State Su- 
preme Court, the witnesses includ- 
ed the president of Harvard Uni- 
versity and the great Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. 

The circumstantial evidence all 
was against Professor Webster. He 
had owed Parkman money for years. 
They had been quarrelling. A den- 
tist identified teeth found in a 
laboratory stove as those made for 
Parkman. 

Wesbter was convicted and sen- 
tenced to hang. 

Shortly before he mounted the 
gallows in 1850, the professor made 
a full confession. " 

He said that Dr. Parkman came 
his laboratory the fatal day. They 
argued. Webster admitted killing 
the distinguished. doctor --hitting 
and béatin him, Panicky, he had 
dismembered the body and stuffed 
it into the vault. Then every day, 
he burned a few parts of the body 
of his colleague. He hadn't com- 
pleted the grisly work when a sus- 
Picious Janitor ended Webster's plot 
for a perfect murder--a crime in 
which there was to have been no 


turkey. The turkey was a Thanks- 


corpus delecti. (BUP).

Trying To 
Force Egg 
Floor Price 


A campaign designed to force the 
Federal Government to establish a 
national floor price for eggs is gain- 
ing force in Canada. 


| The campaign was lanched by 

Janadian egg producers, and now 
“has the support of the Ontario 
and British Columbia Governments. 


Premier Byron Johnson of B. ©. 
has sent a telegram to Ottawa in- 
structing a provincial represent- 
ative in the capital to make urgent 
representations to Federal Agri- 
culture Minister James Gardiner. 
The B C representative in Ottawa 
is the Province’s Agriculture Min- 
ister --Harry Bowman --and he's 
expected to try to see Gardiner 
today. 


Premier Johnson commented in 
Victoria last night on the floor 
price campaign, He says that gov- 
ernment failure to establish a 
minimum egg price would be dis- 
astrous to British Columbia's 20- 
million dollar poultry industry. 


In Toronto, Ontarlo Agriculture 
Minister T. L. Kennedy says he 
has received no answer to Ontario's 
request to Ottawa for a floor price 
for eggs. Kennedy says there should 
be a floor price for egg, in view 
of the Ottawa floor price 6n wheat. 

The floor price carffpaign for 
eggs has also received the support 
of four Alberta Farmers’ organi- 
zations. Meanwhile, the Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture in Alberta-- 
©. S. Longman --says the expirat- 
jon of the Anglo-Canadian egg con- 
tract is causing Alberta producers 
“serious concern.” He says the loss 
of the British Market will mean a 
Jarge surplus of eggs in Alberta, 
since the province had supplied 
about one quarter of the eggs ship- 
ped to the United Kingdom.

Thi, week's message from the 
head of the Lindsay Lands and 
Forests office tells of a plan to 
construct concrete dams to help 
conserve fish and wild life in the 
‘Trent Region, Mr. Wheatley writes.- 


“A number of years ago, when 
lumbering was at its peak through- 
out the proyince, lumbermen built 
wooden dam, in many of our nu- 
merous streams and rivers. This 
conservation of water in the old 
days was to assist in the transpor- 
tation of logs from the bush to the 
mill and to act as a reservoir of 
water power by which the mill was 
cpnraied, Indirectly, however, 
these dams were a boon to fish and 
wildlife and the old timers will al- 
ways remember the good old days 
when there were plenty of dams and 
an abundance of water, fish, fur and 
game. To-day, most of these old 
Wooden structures are in a bad 
state of disrepair or have gone out 


completely.” 


“Most modern dams haye been 
constructed for the sole purpose 
of storing water for industry or 
Hydro power. This Fall, howeyer, 
two dam, have been built in the 
Trent District and will be controlled 
in the interests of Fish and Wild- 
life.” 

“A new concrete dam on Nogies 
Creek, in Haryey Township, will 
control the water levels and con- 
serve water in the best Maskinonge 
and Bass sanctuary in the Pro- 
vince.”

Primary Grades Start 
Full Time After Xmas 


The principals of Lindsay's Pub- 
lic Schools are going to make’a de- 
termined effort to instruct full time 
primary grades after the first of 
the year. They have decided to put 
the primary grades on full time 
even though it will mean over-cap- 
acity classes, According to a sur- 
vey of the situation in Lindsay, a 
capacity primary grade !s 30 pup- 
{ls for “good results” whereas all 
primary grades in Lindsay's four 
public schools will be above the 40 
mark with one nearer 50. 


Princlpal Wood of Victoria School 
says he will have a primary grade 
of 48 full time pupils when they re- 
sume school after the Christmas 
holidays, Principal Dettman of Al- 
exandra School expects his prim- 
ary grade to number 45 pupils, while 
Principal Battersby in charge of 
Central and King Albert Schools 
anticipates 41 pupils in each of the 
schools’ primary grades. 

All of the principals agreed that 
30 pupils was the outside number 
which should participate in a prim- 
ary grade for best results. Above 
this number, they say, the pupils 
cannot hope to receive adequate in- 
dividual attention. This is a ser- 
lous handicap to the ones who do 
not grasp things quite as quickly as 
others, they point out. 

Only bright spot on the Immed- 
jate horizon fs the possibility that 
the proposed additions to the pub- 
lic schools will be carried out in 
time to alleviate the situation be- 
fore the 1950 school term commenc- 
es. 


Chlorine Costs 
Water Board 
Slightly More 


Costs of chlorinating Lindsay's 
water supply are on the increase, 
and in 1950, the cost of chlorine will 
be upped 75 cents a hundred from 
its present price of $8.50. This was 
revealed at yesterday’s meeting of 
the Water Board, when a letter 
from Canadian Industries was read, 
advising of the increase, and en- 
closing a contract form for 1950. 
The town contract calls for a sup- 
ply of 14,000 pound, of the sub- 
stance per year, but according to a 
spokesman for the Water Board 
actual chlorine used in the current 
year amounts to about 7,000 pounds 
It is explained, however, that this 
amount varies from season to sea- 
son, depending on the prevailing 
water conditions. 

Tt was alleged by Superintendent 
Reynolds that although the contract 
calls for 14,000 pounds of chlorine, 
during the summer deliveries were 
made in just sufficient quantities 
to keep the plant going. He added 
that more use 1s made of chlorine 
in the summer due to vegetation 
growth in the water. He also 
stated that the proposed new {fil- 
tration plant, provided that it works 
“as advertised” could cut down on 
the use of chlorine. 

Meanwhile, a contract for the 
chlorine ‘at the increase price 1s 
to be signed ‘for 1950.

Just about this time 131 years 
ago a young priest walked through 
the streets of Oberndrof, Austria, 
with a troubled heart. 

Usually at this time of year, his 
heart was happy with the Christ- 
mag spirit. But 26-year-old Father 
Joseph Mohr knew that Christmas 
was coming and it would 
be a Christmas without music for 
his parishioners. For mice had eat- 
en away the bellows in the organ 
at St, Nickolaus church. 

Father Mohr became desperate 
as the time grew short, and finally 
went to his old friend, a school 
teacher named Franz Gruber. Gru- 
ber played the organ in the church 
and he, too, knew how much music 
meant to the men and women and 
particularly the children of the 
yillage. 

The priest and the school teach- 
er talked it over. They would write 
a song. It would have to be simple 
because it would have to be sung by 
the two men, one a tenor and the 
other a baritone, with the priest 


providing accompaniment on a 
guitar. 
At last they finished it. The 


school teacher’s wife told her hus- 
band, ‘I am proud of you, people 
will sing your song long after we 
both are dead.” 

On Christmas Eye, the two men 
sang their song for the little con- 
gregation at midnight mass. The 
parishioners, mostly bargemen who 
shipped salt from the nearby mines, 
liked it. The farmers liked it. The 
children liked it. 

Later, an organ builder came to 
Oberndrof to fix the organ, and 
Father Mohr and Gruber sang 
their song as they tested the 
repaired organ. The organ builder 
Was so impressed, he copied the 
song and played it as he ‘went 
from village to village repairing 
organs? ° : 

And this Christmas Eve, as on 
almost every Christmas Eve since 
1818, a tenor and a baritone, the 
town butchers jof Oberndorf, will 
sing the song. And voices around 
the world also will sing the most 
popular of all Christmas carols .... 
intoning the words, “Silent Night, 
Holy Night, All is Calm, All is 
Bright.”

A drop in farm prices is seen 
because of failure to complete a new 
food contract with Britain. 

Today, it means that Canadian 
farmers will be getting less for eggs

The slash in egg prices follows the 
federal announcement that Britain 
will mot buy Canadian eggs next 
year. Government officials say the 
loss of the British market means 
that egg production in Canada is 
now 10 per cent above the the nor- 
mal domestic demand. 

Immediate effect of the announ- 
cement was to force egg prices 
down. The highest slash was made 
in Edmonton where eggs dropped 
from 55 cents to 38 cents a dozen..

The four, James 
Paul, and John Zahodnik, and Will- 
jam Yuzwa are charged with murd- 
er in the Kent Street slaying of 
Jack Loucks, of Lindsay, in the 
early morning hours of November 
18 last, near the Big 20 cafe. The! 
four, dressed in the same clothing 
in which they were arrested less 
than an hour after the slaying dis- 
played absolutely no emotion as 
they stood to hear the charge read 
E> Magistrate E. A. Gee. Also pres- 
ent in the courtroom was Mrs. Kitty | 
Loucks, widow of the dead man. 
Dressed in a black coat, white} 
scarf and beret, the attractive look- 
ing young widow remained complete- 
ly calm through the morning's pro-| 
ceedings, 

Counsel for the Zahodnik broth- 
ers is J. J, Robinette of Toronto, 
while B, J. Spencer Pitt is acting for 
Yuzwa. It was announced some ten} 
days ago that counsel for Yuzwa was 
to have been John White, of Ham- 
ilton, consequently it came as a 
surprise today when Crown Counsel 
Lorne Jordan announced that he 
had been advised by mail that Pitt 
would be acting for Yuzwa. It ap- 
peared at first that Pitt would not 
put in an appearance, but it was 
later learned that he was confer- 
ring with his client at the jail. 

First witness to be called was 
Stanley Bright, Lindsay photograph- 
er, who identified several pictures 
taken the night of the slaying, and 
further prints depicting a truck and 
car involved in the crime. Also id- 
entified were several prints show- 
ing a wide trail of blood zig-zagging 
westerly along Kent Street from the 
vicinity of the Big 20, caused when 
Loucks {s alleged to have been stab- 
bed in the throat and staggered al- 
ong tha street until he collapsed 
and died. 

Wesley Aldred, the next witness 
called, testified in nart that he had 
seen Loucks approach the truck in 
which Yuzwa was seated, and heard 
an interchange of curses.(Yuzwa, he 
claimed, had then got out of the 
truck and started acro-- the. road 
in the direction of the Hotel Ben- 
son. Yuzwa came back and again 
got into the truck, telling Loucks 
and another man, ‘oe Kearns, to 
“keep the hell away from the 
truck.” Then, said Aldred, Yuzwa 
invited Loucks and Kearns to come 
over to the truck “if they thought 
they were so smart.” Loucks again 
approached the truck, and accord- 
ing to Aldred, Yuzwa reached out 
and made a motion with his hand 
toward Loucks’ right shoulder. 
Loucks then, he sald, began walking 
west on Kent Street, while Yuzwa 
jumped out of the truck, meeting 
his three companions as they came 
out of the restaurant. Yuzwa with 
the prisoner identified as James 
Zahodnik, approached, Loucks, he 
said, and he then claimed to have 
seen Yuzwa's arms motion toward 
Loucks, who turned, with his hand 
over his mouth and began to stag- 
ger up Kent Street to the west, 
blood flowing. The two then turned 
toward Floyd Smith, Hagersville 
truck driver. Aldred claimed he saw 
Yuzwa make a swipe at Smith with 
his right hand, and Smith rubbed 
his head and ran over toward the 
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window of the Big 20. After this, 
said Aldred, Yuzwa and James Zah- 
odnik swung toward another by- 
stander, Thornton Oliver, and al- 
though he did not see who struck} 
Oliver, he saw Oliver's head go 
down, Just at this time, he claimed 
he heard Loucks cough as he con- 
tinued up Kent Street. Aldred then | 
told the court he mounted his bicy- 
cle and rode west along Kent Street, 
seeing Loucks fall to the sidewalk 
when he (Aldred) had reached a! 
point somewhere between Kent and | 
William Streets. As Aldred pedalled 
away, he said he saw three or four 
men, not those accused in the slay- 
ing, get into a car and drive away 
from the vicinity of the fracas, and 
at almost the same time, Lionel 
Tracey and another man drove up, 
parking near the panel truck, 

Floyd Smith, the truck driver, 
who was slashed about the head 
in the incident, substantiated the 
evidence given by ‘Aldred, with re- 
gard to the opening incidents lead- 
ing to the slaying. He was, he said, 
unable to identify which of the 
four men was responsible for inflict- 
ing the gash in his head, which re- 
quired seven stitches to close. The 
injury was acquired suddenly as 
he turned around in the street, and 
the men were all within a foot of 
him when {t occurred. ? 

The Crown produced the brown 
jacket and fawn ski cap worn’ by 
Smith the night of the killing, and 
pointed out that both were blood- 
stained and cut. The cut in the 
cap corresponded to the scalp wound 
suffered by Smith, but there was 
no corresponding wound to the 
slash in the right shoulder of the 
jacket. Smith testified that he had 
not even known that the jacket was 
damaged until it was pointed out 
to him later. 

According to Lionel Tracey, who 
had come upon the scene at the 
time Yuzwa 1s alleged to have struck 
the blows at Loucks from the cab 
of the panel truck, he drove his 
car up to the curb just as the third 
man, Thornton Oliver was struck 
by one of the four accused. He 
claimed that James Zahodnik had 
approached his car with another 
man, and asked him what he was 
doing, just as Tracey was preparing 
to back away from the curb, and 
Tracey alleges that he was struck 
in the mouth through the open car 
window. Then, he said, as he pulled 
away, his car door was wrenched 
part way open and kicked at, put- 
ting severe scratches on the vehicle, 
which had been newly painted, 
Shortly afterward, he claimed that 
the truck in question, a late model 
‘Chevrolet panel job, was driven past 
him, without Mghts, heading along 
the Peterborough highway.

important Changes In Japan 


(British United F\ ess) 
Two important new steps are be- 
jng taken by General McArthur in 
Japan. 


preparations are being 
made to institute an American 
style civil service, In the past, 
Japanese bureaucrats have been 
appointed almost entirely on the 
basis of their feudal social standing 
and background, They didn’t have 
to pass any examinations in the 
special functions of the jobs they 
were to fill, 

But in mid-January all Japan- 
ese bureaucrats and many candi- 
dates for civil service jobs will take 
the first American-style civil seryice 
examinations ever held in Japan. 
It’s estimated these exams wil] cause 
10 to 20 per cent of all present Jap 
eivil servants up to the rank of 
vice-minister to lose their jobs and 
be replaced by newcomers. The 
failures are expected to be heaviest 
in the top grades where authority is 
centred. And as a result the Japan- 
ese government is expected to be- 
come much more effecient. 

The other important news from 
Japan {s that General MacArthur 
hag lifted most of the restrictions 
on Japanese shipbuilding as part 
of his program to make Nippon self- 
supporting by 1952. Sometime ago, 
the Japs wanted to charter or buy 
91 idle American liberty ships but 
because of the protests of American 
shipping men jthis plan was drop- 
ped. 

“Now MacArthur has decided that 
unless Japan 1s allowed again to be- 
come a Martime power, it never will 
be possible to get her off the backs 
of American T-O-634. For example 
Japan paid out 280-million dollars 
in shipping fees last year to foreign 
countries. 

Her great pre-war Merchant 
Marine of well over six million tons 
has shrunk to only one million 300 
thousand tons, most of which ts 
fit only for coastal service. 

Under the program MacArthur 
has approved, Japan still wants to 
get a 26-million dollar American 
loan or grant to help pay for build- 
ing and reconditioning ships in her 
own yards. It is panned to let her 
‘recondition 29 10-thousand ton 
wartime ships and build 39 new 
ships next year. 

Originally, the allies planned to 
Umit Japan's post-war shipping to 
vessels of six thousand tons or less, 
but a fight over this developed in 
the far eastern commission and it 
never has been settled. 

So now, General MacArthur is 
taking the Umitations off, and Ja- 
pan will be allowed to build ships 
of up to 12-thousand tons. All the 29 
odd ships to be reconditioned are 
of the 10-thousand ton size. 

Japan's shipyards were capable of 
building 800-thousand tons of ship- 
ping a year before the war, but it's 
believed she will be able to turn out 
only around 400-thousand tong in 
1950. This will leave her still lagging 
far behind the present small con- 
struction rate in the United States 
and the rate in Britain. The Unt- 
ted States and about 20 per cent 
some one-and-three-quarter million 
tons of shipping and Britain on over 
two million tons. 

Before the war, Japan wag the 
world’s third Maritime power. To- 
day she |, far down the list, It's be- 
lleyed Japan can build ships about 
40 per cent cheaper than the Un{- 
ted {Sates and about 20 per cent 
cheaper than Britain. Japanese ship

operating costs are also proportion- | 


ately cheaper. 

American shipping men agree that 
a new shipbuilding program and 
a new merchant marine probably 
will help Japan get off the backs 
of American taxpayers. But after 
the Japanese fleet is in belng, they 
envision lf as an extremely danger- 
ous competitor and don’t like the 


idea of it at all. At present Amerl- 
can shipping is going very good in 
the Pacific. 

In pre-war years, the Japs not 
only competed sharply on a price 
basis in shipping with other nations, 
but they frequently were accused 
of making the competition even 
sharper by all sorts of bribery and 
other commercial skullduggery. If 
the Jap shipping line were to start 
that sort of thing again, the allies 
might stop the new Jap shipbuild- 
ing program short. However, the 
chances are the Japs will be too 
smart to start any such money- 
shines at least until they get all 
the ship, they need or until occu- 
pation ends.

Operation to Relieve Pain in in-

Notwithstanding all that is known 
about cancer being curable in its 
early stages, thousands die yearly 
whose lives might have been saved 
by early treatment. However, it is 
only too true that in many cases 
of cancer of the stomach the symp- 
toms are so slight or hidden that 
the patient does not consult his 
physician until it is too late to 
undergo operation for removal of 
the cancer and adjoining tissue and 
glands, and the patient's life can- 
not be saved.

Fortunately, the operation known 
as vagotomy (cutting the vagus 
nerve) gives relief from pain from 
cancer or ulcer of the stomach, 
The vagus nerve supplies throat, 
heart, lungs, stomach --abdominal 
organs, Dr. F. Mandl, Vienna, per- 
formed vagotomy in 4 patients, 3 
men and 1 woman, between the ages 
of 59 and 71, suffering with inoper- 
able cancer of the stomach. There 
was no blocking of the opening in- 
to and out of the stomach. Relief of 
pain resulted in all. Although there 
Was an increase in weight, 8 to 10 
pounds, the course or progress of 
the cancer was not changed. The 
temporary improvement. Was due to 
vagotomy and the return of the ap- 
petite. The relief of pain was caused 
by removal of tenseness, and of the 
stimulating effect of the vagus 
nerve, There were no disturbances 
of the intestine, such as diarrhoea 
or constipation, resulting from va- 
gotomy, 

The cutting of the vagus nerve, 
allowing the patient relief from 
pain during his remaining weeks 
or months, {s much preferred by 
Pationt and family than keeping 
him stupified by morphine or other 
habit-forming drugs.

To Clean Marble 

Take two parts common soda, 
one part of pumice stone, and one 
part of finely powdered chalk and 
mix with water. Rub this mixture 
well over the marble until the stains 
are removed, after which wash 
with salt and water. 


Rusty Screws 
Rusty screws can usually be easi- 
ly removed by first applying a red 
hot iron to the head for a short 
time, then removing with a screw- 
driver while the screw is still hot. 


Cocktail 
Chill equal portions of tomato 
juice and pineapple juice almost to 
the freezing point, and this will 
make a delicious cocktail for the 
luncheon, dinner or supper.

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IS LACK OF RAINFALL 
’ THE WHOLE REASON? 

On every hand these days we hear talk of water 
shortages in North America. Farmers, blaming a dry 
summer, report their wells are dry and hydro officials 
attribute the need for conservation of power partially 
to a scarcity of water with which to generate it. 

“Then, again, visitors to our lake resorts report re- 
ceding water lines and swampland in many parts is 
drying up. All these manifestations of a water short- 
age naturally make people wonder if the problem can 
be attributed entirely to a lack of rainfall. 

It is true that water resources cannot long main- 

tain normal levels in the face of drought, but is there 
not a possibility that more than drought is at work 
in creating the present water shortage? Could it be 
that our changing way of life, coupled with an in- 
creasing population is having the effect of greatly 
abetting drought in its work of depleting our natural 
water reservoirs? 

There is probably nothing to be concerned unduly 
about in the immediate future hut what are the gen- 
erations to come going to do if they inherit a con- 

~ tinent in which the water resources have been re- 
-duced to dangerously low levels, For the sake of our 
sons and daughters, we should determine, if possible, 
the error of our ways and proceed to amend them 
while there is yet time. If we don’t nature may have 
to force the issue.

LOWER PRICES MAY 
STRENGTHEN MARKET 

A great deal of concern is being expressed in 
farming circles about the future prospects of Canada's 
agricultural economy as a result of the collapse of 
the British market. Much of this concern is, of 
course, prompted by the same people who said the 
agricultural economy of the country would collapse 
with the introduction of margarine. Nothing of the 
kind has happened and, nothing of a drastic nature 
will be likely to happen as a result of the temporary 
loss of some British markets. 

The effect of the loss of the British markets for 
some of Canada’s farm products will likely be to put 
some necessities of life more within the reach of a 
good many people who heretofore could not afford 
to purchase them. Wggs and most kinds of meat, 
while essential to a healthy nation, have virtually 
been on the luxury list in most homes because people 
could only buy them in limited quantities, 

If the price of some staple foods drops in Canada 
the market will be stabilized again at a more realistic 
level by reason of the heavier demand at home. 
Instead of howling about the loss of British markets, 
the agricultural industry in Canada should re-adjust 
itself and concentrate on catering to the needs of 
Canadians. People will not object to paying reason- 
able prices for most commodities and no one will 
want to work a hardship on the farmer but prices 
out of line with the general economy of a country 
must adjust themselves sooner or later whether they 
be found in farm products, manufactured materials 
or services,

CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS 

Many: of the customs which we observe at Christ- 
mas have strayed so far from their original meanings 
that we do not know just where they came from. Few 
of us know, for instance, that the use of evergreen 
for decoration was a feature both of the Norse Yule- 


tide festival which celebrated the return of warmth — 


and yegetation at the Winter solstice and of the Roman 
Saturnalia. - Holly symbolizes the coming passion of 
Christ; mistletoe (since it depends on the host tree) 
symbolizes Man’s dependence on God. The custom of 
kissing under the mistletoe, incidentally, is supposed 
to end once the berries have all been plucked and 
one is supposed to be removed for each tribute exact- 
ed. Too late to change now, though. ‘The ‘boar’s 
head, which used to be the standard Christmas dish 
but,.has .been. almost universally replaced by the 
turkey, symbolizes, among other things, the head of 
Satan defeated and borne in triumph. It is mentioned 
as being part of the bill-of-fare of an English royal 
banquet in 1170: Christmas trees are referred to as 
being the custom in Salzburg in 1605 and were intro- 
duced into Germany by Luther. Town musicians or 
“waits,” official players of Christmas music, were ap- 
pointed in London and Westminster as late as 1825. 
They doubled as nightwatch. 


A Good Time To Decide 
The Bus Question 


In the last municipal election the people of Lindsay 
were asked to decide whether or not they desired a 
bus service, They voted overwhelmingly in favor of 
it, Since that time, and after many discouraging 
monients, the 1949 Council has been able to have 
a bus service established in Lindsay.

Yentilating Shoes Prevents 
Eruptions of Feet 


As medical students we were apt 

to treat skin diseases lightly, be- 
® cause the patient never dies of a 
skin disease. He does not call the 


doctor during the night, and if the 
condition can't be cured by mercury 
or sulphur, it has to get better with- 
out any treatment. Also, as half 
the cases of skin eruptions are ec- 
zema, a physician calling all skin 
diseases eczema would be right half 
the time anyway. Today skin dis- 
eases are not treated in such a hap- 
hazard manner; skin diseases are 
recognized as being outward symp- 
toms of some inward disturbance. 

Many skin eruptions occur in the 
feet, and as we must all use our 
feet to make a living and-get about 
from place to place, the family 
physician gives much sof “his time 
and attention to foot ailments. 

ors. Edward Gaul and G. B, Un- 
der wor i in “Archives of Dermat- 
ola: Aan) Syphilology » state that 

eee (50 0 and 90 per cent of the 
people of) the United States have 
been afflicted with foot eruptions— 
making such “disorders the third 
most common skinsdisease. Between 
50 and 70 per cent ofall college 
students are affected, and in the 
Navy 88 per cent of the personnel 
were found to be affected. 

While the statement that rubber- 
soled shoes affected the eyesight 
has not been proven, the use of 
rubber-soled shoes, which started 
50 years ago, was soon followed by 
a foot disease called athlet's foot, 
the proper name being ringworm of 
the feet. 

Apparently it is not the rubber it- 
self that causes skin irritations but 

t ) chemicals used in rubber and lin- 
ings viithe siioe, and the fact that 
rubber does not allow the perspira- 
tion to escape from the feet as does 
leather. It is the combination of 
heat and moisture and perspiration 
that creates ideal conditions for 
the growth of the vegetable organ- 
ism, the fungus. Itching, sweating, 
burning and swelling are the out- 
standing symptoms in most foot 
eruptions. 

Drs, Gaul and Underwood plead

WHAT IS A PSYCHONEUROTIC 
I these days when all of us 
are more or less upset for various 
) “sons, we can understand why 
the nervous, emotional, anxious in- 
dividual is greatly upset. This 
mental and emotional disturbance 
affects the various organs and pro- 
cesses of the body, so that this type 
of individual is constantly consult- 
ing his physictan or many physic- 
jans in an effort to be free of these 
various symptoms, We call this in- 
dividual a neurotic. 

A definition of a neurotic is giv- 
en by Dr. Joseph L. Felterman, 
Cleveland, in the Merck Report, 
“The pSychoneurotic is one who 
has failed ‘to make an adjustment 
to life, who is troubled by inner 
conflicts of > greater degree than 
the average, and whose conflicts 


poor adjustment to others and to a 
great variety of physical com- 
plaints for which there is no org- 
anic basis or cause.” Sometimes the 
symptoms are limited to one region, 
but they are more likely to be in a 
number of regions—heart, stomach, 
intestines, head, joints—and change 
often from one region or organ to 
another. Some of the symptoms pass 
away quickly, others seem to rem- 
ain in the one region or organ. 
While some neurotics have a woe- 
bejjone expression others assume 
the attitude of being indifferent to 
| their sufferings. 

Unfortunately for the physician, 
Many neurotics are above the av- 
erage in intelligence, yet fail to un- 
derstand how their inner mechan- 
isms convert disappointments and 
frustrations into disturbing physic- 
al derangements, 

Most physicians blame neurosis 
on parents who allowed the young- 
ster to complain of illness when he 
was forbidden to do something he 
wanted or bidden to do something 
he did not want to do. Thus when 
the child grows up, he develops sym- 
toms only “when overwhelmed by 
major trials and rejections of life.” 
The treatment of the neurotic is 
a thorough physical examination 
in case some physical ailment is 
really present. If present, it is: 
treated. Then follows an estima- 
tion by the physician as to the ex- 
tent to which his emotional disturb- 
ances are to blame for his symp- 
toms. 


Attack of Jaundice Relieves 
Asthmatic Attacks 

Some years ago it was found that 
\certain patients who were attacked 
| by malaria, recovered or were 
| found to be greatly improved men- 
tally when the attack of malaria 
was over, In a Hamilton, Ontario 
Hospital, a number of these patients 
were inoculated with the malaria 
organisms, ran a typical course of 
malaria, and after treatment by the 
drug quinine (used in all cases of 
malaria) recovered thelr normal 
mental ability and paralysis disap- 
peared. Later it was found that al- 
most as satisfactory results in the 
treatment of paralysis of the insane 
could be obtained by raising the 
temperature of the patient to 105 
or 106 degrees Fahrenheit by elec- 
tricity; that it was the great heat 
caused by malaria that cured or 
helped the patient. 

I have referred to the cases of 
two close relatives who suffered 
with hay fever. One had a severe 
attack with throat symptoms and 
a deep crimson rash covering the 
entire bodys the other had light 
throat symptoms only, and the rash, 
while covering a large part of the 
body, was very, faint. In the one 
with severe rash and symptoms, no 
attacks of hay fever have since oc- 
curred, but the other, with MNght 
throat and skin symptoms, still has 
yearly attacks of hay fever.

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Sir Andrew Jones Refutes Charges 
Lovelled By Gardiner, Corrects 
Impression 
The Dominion Provincial Agri- 
culture Conference has ended in 
Ottawa. And it closed with a severe 


tongue-lashing against the Can- 
adian government by the head of 
Britain’s food mission to Canada, 
Sir Andrew Jones. 

Sir Andrew took the government 
‘to task for the way it handled the 
Anglo-Canadian food contracts. 
And he charged that Britain had 
been hoodwinked. First of all, he 
waded right into a firm denial of 
Agriculture Minister James Gard- 
iner’s charges that Britain just 
didn't want to buy Canadian food. 
Sir Andrew says the truth is that 
Britain hasn't got the dollars. 

He says the United Kingdom will 
buy all the food it can get from 
Canada if the Dominion makes 
more British purchases. The Food 
Mission Head's address was greeted 
with loud applause from the provin- 
cial delegates. 

He admits that Britain realized 
in 1947 that it had to make drastic 
cuts in imports from dollar coun- 
tries, including Canada. However, 
he claims that Canada was warned 
on several occasions that there were 
hard times ahead for Anglo-Can- 
adian trade. He says {t was not sud- 
den o r premeditated. 

Sir Andrew believes there is a 
way for Britain to buy more from 
Canada, and that was simply by 
Canada increasing her per capita 
purchases in Britain. Canada's per 
capita expenditure in Britain at 
the present is twenty four dollars. 
The trade balance between the two 
countries will be corrected if this 
is increased to fifty four dollars. 

As Sir Andrew explains: “After 
all trade is a two way affair.” 

He then turned to the question 
of that Britain flatly refusing to 
take Canadian bacon in 1949. He 
Says this is not actually the truth. 

The British official sayg that if, 
ffor any reason, Britain doesn’t 
buy Canadian bacon next year it 
will be as a result of last year’s 
topsy-turvey negotiations. 

He says Britain contracted for 
195-million pounds of bacon in 
1948. At first shipments came so 
fast and in such quantities that 
the British government became 
alarmed. 

He says Canada then asked Bri- 
tain to take bacon surplusses and, 
when Eritain refused, asked the 
U-K to take bacon instead of beef. 
‘This was agreed to. 

Sir Andrew says that Oanada, 
however, had not fulfilled the bacon 
contract. The result was that Bri- 
tain not only lost the beef but also 
the bacon and saved only the dol- 
Jars. 

As for apples, the trade official 
had something to say about those 
as well. He charges that Trade 
Minister C. D. Howe caught Britain 
off base while Sir Stafford Cripps 
was away on holiday. He says the 
Canadian Minister had browbeaten 
the British into accepting and un- 
derwriting half the lability of the 
Nova Scotia apple problem, 

He concluded with the statement: 
"Personally I- think Britain was 
hoodwinked.” 

The delegates Were hard put to 
understand why Canada is ‘losing 
overseas food markets when half 
the world js still hungry. 

The director general of the Uni- 
ted Nations Food and Agricultural 
Organization, Norris Dodd, had a 
word to say about that. 

He ssys the world’s food produc- 
tlon has just regained its pre-war 
levels. However, at the same time 
the population of the world has in- 
creased by over 200-million people. 
He says the root of the question 
js not lack of customers, but lack of 
the type of money Canada wants. 
POTATO GROWING 
18 BIG BUSINESS 

Potato-growing in Ontario has 
become an important business. The 
Crops Branch, Ontario Department 
of Agriculture, point out that two 
growers in the province obtained 
more than 800 pushels per acre 
during he past season in spite of 
the late spring frosts and a severe 
summer drought. 

Top growers for 1949 are Frank 
Rick of Trout Creek in Parry Sound 
District and Harold Walker of 
Mount Brydges in Middlesex Coun- 
ty. Seven others obtained over 700 
bushels per acre; 21 over 600 and 60 
over 600 bushels. From a total of 
350 contestants in 18 high yleld pot- 
ato clubs during the past year, 156 
had an estimated yield of more 
than 400 bushels per acre. 

The average yield for Ontario was 
160 bushels per acre in 1949 while 


the average for contestants was 373 
bushels, 

Several clubs gave prizes on a 
quality basis, Others for exhibits at 


potato shows and. the original 
club, in South Simcoe, continued 
awards for potatoes in storage. Hight 
gold watches were given away and 
prize money exceeded $4,000. Ten 
club banquets of potato growers 
Were largely attended. 

This is the seventh year of high 
yleld potato clubs in Ontario, As 
the years go by, an official of the 
Crops Branch observes, it is inter- 
esting to observe the long-term ef- 
fects. Two or three important prac- 
tical features stand out. They are: 

High yields per acre reduce pro- 
duction costs per unit and usually 
improve quality, Ontario Dept. of 
Agriculture, 


RUSTY MACHINERY CAUSES 
HEAVY LOSSES 


Rusty machinery has always been 
the cause of a serious loss to farm- 
ers in labour, repairs and actual 
equipment, It requires considerable 
time and patience to put a mould- 
board, cultivator tooth, seed drill 
or one way disc into satisfactory 
condition if the working surfaces 
have been allowed to rust for any 
length of time. Rusty bearings, 
shafting steel chains, or slip clutch- 
€s may Cause more wear in the first 
hour of operation after a season of 
improper storage than will occur 
during the entire operating season 

Any equipment made of iron or 
steel will show rusting effects after 
exposure to moisture in the pres- 
ence of air. One way to counteract 
this is to prevent air or moisture 
from coming in contact with the 
steel surfaces. Severe cases of rust- 
ing cause roughness and pitting to 
the smooth surfaces and in order 
to remove rust from the surface 
that is to be polished some of the 
actual iron or steel has to be remov- 
ed in this process. Various oils and 
lubricating materials commonly 
used around the farm may be used 
to prevent rust on steel surfaces 
for short periods of time, This, 
combined with proper storage of 
farm implements where they will 
not be exposed to rain, snow and 
weathering ensures a considerable 
financial saving on the many pieces 
of farm machinery, Unfortunately, 
however, most farm equipment re- 
ceives little or no treatment of this 
kind, and it is a common sight to 
See many pieces of machinery sit- 
ting out behind the barn or even in 
the fields during the winter months 

A number’ of rust preventative 
materials have been developed for 
Successful industrial use, and are 
now being made available for farm 
use, 

After the wearing surfaces on the 
various machines have been pro- 
perly cleaned these materials may 
be applied by brushing or spraying 
and when used as directed they will 
protect the polished surfaces indef- 
initely, 

Every farm equipment owner owes 
it to himself to spend a little time 
in cleaning up his equipment and 
applying some effective rust prev- 
entative. Hours of frritating work |- 
and possibly expensive repairs, may 
be saved when the equipment is 
used again at the beginning of a 
new season. To give the best service 
and the longest work, farm machin- 
ery and equipment requires proper 
care and management the same as 
live stock requires proper care and 
feeding. —Victoria Agricultural Of- 
fice, 


WHAT OF THE FUTURE ? 

Across Canada today, farmers are 
looking out at thoir lands and their 
livestock barns, and wondering just: 
what the future holds in store for 
them, 

They're not the only ones who are 
thinking. Government, Provincial 
and Agriculture officials are won- 
dering the same thing. And for 
that matter so is the man in the 
street, who will be one of the first 
affected if the nation’s farm econ- 
omy folds up, 

All this concern arises from the 
straightforward and critical message 
delivered by Federal Agriculture 
Minister James G. Gardiner to the 
closing session of the Annual Dom- 
inion-Provincial Conference. 

The Conference had expected bad 
news, However, when it came it was 
still quite a shock because, some- 
how, the delegates had secretly 
hoped there was still a silver lining 
somewhere. 

Anyway, here's the gist of that 
bad news. In effect, it means the 
end of the post war peak in Cana- 
dian farm prosperity. 

Gardiner says Britain will buy no 
bacon or eggs in Canada next year, 
and there's only a possibility — no 
assurance—that she will buy cheese. 

Even if the cheese contract is 
signed for 1950 it probably would be 
the last food contract between the 
two countries; and that sale dep- 
ends on the price. 

Gardiner sald: “We cannot hope 
to sell eggs in any form to the 
United Kingdom in 1950:” 

Britain apparently has laid enough 
dollars aside to pay for any surp-

lus cheese, {f the price is agreed on, 

Similarly, there is small hope that. 
a@ small quantity of pork products 
might be sold by using some Mar- 
shall Plan dollars set aside for Bri- 
tish wheat purchases in Canada, 

Gardiner omphasized that he 
woen't including wheat in his sur- 
vey. That commodity is now covered 
by the International Wheat Agree- 
ment, and exporters appear happy 
to see bilateral trading with Brit- 
ain replaced by miltilateral contract, 
with all the major importing na- 
tions, 

Eyer since 1939, Canada has been 
able to plan her agricultural pro- 
duction on bilateral contracts with 
Britain, Ij has been generally agreed 
that this resulted in a most satis- 
factory period for farmers, 

The minister belleves that Can- 
ada is now at a crossroads. It ts 
® crossroads where a plan based on 
government to government sales 
can’t be continued. 

In s nutshell, that means the 
Dominion will have to look else- 
where for markets—and soon, 

This country has balanced its agri- 
cultural economy on apple, bacon, 
eggs and cheese sales to Britain. 
Now, with the world writhing in 
the throes of all sorts of economic 
and finance difficulties, finding 
other markets is liable to prove 
quite a problem. 

The United States has its own 
worrles, agriculturally speaking. 
And what's more the U-S is going 
to be a strong competitor for any 
overseas markets that happen to be 
open. The dollar problem is keep- | % 
ing them tight shut right now. 


Hints on Care of Laying Flock 
Mortality among laying birds is 


"| ONe of the most profit reducing fac- 


tors of the egg producing phase of 
poultry keeping, for at the death 
of a bird, the potential profit from 
future egg production must be add- 
ed to the immediate market value 
of the dead bird. 

In the poultry breeding work at 
the Dominion Experimental Station 
at Harrow, Ont., the study of mor- 
tality within family groups has 
shown that although some lines 
demonstrate a better state of long- 
evity than others, some males when 
bred more than one year, vary as 
regards daughter mo‘tality. Some 
cases the opposite is met with 
Where males show a consistently 
exceed the first year mortality dur- 
ing the second year, while in other 
low family depletion during two 
or more years of testing, special ef- 
fort is made to extend their progeny 
as having something extra in the 
way of vitality, 

Mortality cannot always be at- 
tributed to inherent weakness, for 
it is possible for adverse environ- 
mental conditions to have a bear- 
Nutritional defic- 
fencies may reduce a flock where 
they give way to ordinary exposure, 
whereas the same birds on an ade- 
quate diet would stand up through 
similar circumstances. 

The causes of poultry mortality 
are numerous and often puzzling 
as to their source of introduction, 
says W. F. Mountain, Head Poultry- 
man at the Station. Diseases prob- 
ably predominate among the caus- 
es of death, particularly among 
laying pullets, and quite often they 
arise through some oversight. Hous- 
ing young and old birds together, 
| bringing in new birds without a 
suitable period of isolation, or the 
admission of people or materials 
that have had Proximity to other 
flocks frequently opens the door to 
trouble. Prompt removal of birds 
showing signs of sickness. 1s a 
worthwhile practice. In fact, a daily 
Pause to inspect. the flock in their 
activities 1s a good habit to oulti- 
vate, 

Cleanliness of the eating and 
drinking utensils as well as the 

wholesomeness of the food and 
drink are necessary conditions for 
| health. Green food, in the form of 
good guality hay to pick at, is rec- 
ommended as a source of protec- 
tion against vices, 

To draw a fine line between the 
distinct influences of breeding and 
environment on poultry mortallty is 
difficult, indeed almost impossible, 
so the safest general course must 
be chosen. This is to secure stock | 
from a good source and then be 
Prepared to use proper methods of 
management to allow full expres- 
sfon of its inherent vitality

At Sudbury, Ont., on November 21 
and 22, 1949, International Fruit 
Distributors Ltd., Leamington, Ont., 
was found guilty on two charges, 
for having in its possession for sale, 
potatoes which were below the de- | 
clared grade on account of badly | 
deformed and knobby specimens. 
A fine of $25 was imposed on each 
charge.

@op Rotation Increases Farm 
Production 

Crop rotation ha, long been used 
to maintain crop production, Ex- 
perience has shown that the use 
of too many cash crops grown in 
succession on the same soj) will ra- 
pidly decrease the fertility and 
physical condition of most soils. On 
the other hand, a good crop rotat- 
fon together with the application 
of mineral fertilizers will serve to 
increase yield and improve the 
quality of crops. The supply of ni- 


trogen and organic matter is in- 


creased under good crop manage- 
ment and this in turn keeps the 
soil in good physical condition. The 
location of the feeding root, of 
plants ig varied in a good rotation, 
so that plant nutrients are taken 
from different depths in the most, 
efficient use of soil fertility. — 
Dominion Experimental substation, 
Woodslee, Ont., is conducting ex- 
periments using a large number of 
two-, three-, four- and five-year ro- 
tation, for the purpose of studying 
changes in soil fertility under a 
number of different cropping sys- 
tems. Tests on this Brookston clay 
soil, says J, W. Aylesworth, the of- 
ficer in charge, have shown that. 
the soll needs nitrogen and organic 


matter. Nitrogen is the limiting 
factor in the production of corn, 
This was shown by the fact that 
when a sufficient quantity of ni- 
trogen in a readily available form 
was supplied to corn an 80 per cent 
increase in yield was obtained, Ni- 
trogen fertilizer is also the most 
expensive ingredient in fertilizers, 
but efficient use can be made of 
phosphate and potash ,in mixed 
fertilizers for growing clovers and 
alfalfa which are excelent sources 
of nitrogen. 

The crops used in a good rotation 
will vary in different parts of the 
country according to climate, soil, 
economic conditions. Howeyer, a 
good rotation should contain a large 
perecntage of legume and sod crops 
ranging from about 20 per cent to 
50 per cent depending on soll type 
and type farming. 


Should Early Potatoes Be 
Greensprouted? 

Greening potatoes prior to plant- 
ing is frequently done for the home 
graden, This process results in 
sprouts developing op the seed- 
plece before the seed is planted. It 
is claimed that earlier yields are ob- 
tained. Is this method practicable 
for commercial planting? That is a 
question upon which man growers 
have pondered Two years’ results 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Harrow, Ont., says L. F. Ouns- 
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ed seed produced an earlier yield 
than seed taken from cold storage 
and planted directly in the field, 
greensprouted seed was no ealier 
than seed which had been held in a 
warm zoom for two weeks prior 
to planting. 

In greensprouting the seed, it is 
neccessary to place the potatoes in 
a layer in a warm light building. A 
greenhouse is an ideal place, but 
few farms have facilities available 
for this process, especially if the 
grower is producing many acres of 
potatoes. - 

The results have shown that 
warming the seed before planting 
@ave just as good, it not better 
early yields than greensprouting. All 
that Js necessary in this case is to 
move the seed potatoes from the 
storage about two weeks before 
planting and place them in a build- 
ing which 1, heated (50 degrees- 60: 
degrees would do). This is frequently 
done to facilitate cutting the seed. 
This warming starts the growth 
process and while little evidence of 
sprouts i; seen, growth starts more 
rapidly following planting. --Bx- 
perimental Farm News.

Burlington, N. J.—(NEA)— For 
“Leni” Shoenmakers, a little Dutch 
girl, the end of December, 1949, will 
be an exciting season. First there's 
her birthday—she'll be 16 on Dec. 
23. And then, two days later, will 
come Christmas and big boxes of 
presents from hér 120 “mothers” in 
America. 


Of course, she'll need some help 
from her real mother and her 
younger brother, with whom she 
lives in Arnhem, Holland, in open- 
ing the packages. Because the bomb 
that killed her father and older 
brothers in 1944 also took her right 
arm. 


“Leni"—her real name is Hel- 
ene Elise Gemma Maria Schoen- 
makers—has been adopted by the 
120 students at St. Mary’s Hall 
here. The girls have so far raised 
$140 for her care, and this year will 
be the second Christmas that 
they've brightened for Lent by 
sending her presents, 


The Girls’ Service League at St. 


Mary's to which all the students 
automatically belong, is the actual 
unit that takes care of Leni’s 
wants. All the girls have a hand in 
the human project, and keep up a 
running correspondence with Leni 
all year long. 

But it is the holiday season that 
they enjoy the most. Then they 
scour the stores for things Leni 
might like: things she couldn’t pos- 
sibly afford to buy, because her 
family is very poor, and things that 
are hard to find In Arnheim even 
if she could afford them, 

The girls at St. Mary's found Lent 
through the Foster Parents Plan 
for War Children, an American or- 
ganization that is trying to.do some- 
thing for the thousands of Europ- 
ean children left inadequately cared 
for by the war. 

It was In November, 1949, that 
the war years of hunger, cold and 
fear were climaxed with tragedy 
for the Schoenmakers family. A 
bomb made a direct hit on the air 
rald shelter in Arnhem where they 
had sought refuge, 

Leni’s father and older brother

"Were Killed, her méther and young- 


er brother seriously injured by fall- 
ing debris. Leni lost an arm and 
suffered five other very bad wounds. 
Their home had previously been 
damaged by bombs and most of 
their possessions lost, 

Now Leni goes to high school. Far 
from beaten by her handicap, she is 
determined to overcome the loss of 
her arm, and go on to be either a 
welfare worker or a teacher _of mo- 
dern languages. The picture she 
sent her 120 mothers shows her 
standing straight and’ firm, with a 
quiet smile on her lips. She made 
no attemptto hide the empty right 
sleeve of her dress, 


Attentive Care, Plenty of ‘Exercise’ 
Makes Bardolier a Bull of Distinction

Flanders, N. J—(NEA)—Let any 
cattleman get within 100 miles of 
Flanders and he can't rest until he 
gets a look inside White Gates 
Farm. The object of his curiosity 
is 1800 pounds of Aberdeen Angus 
bull that goes by the name of Black 
Bardolier III of White Gates. 


“Bard,” says his owner, wealthy 
Eugene K. Denton, “is one of the 
three or four greatest bulls of our 
time.” 


Naturally, Bard is treated as be- 
fits his reputation. He lives what 
might be called the life of Riley, 
bovine division. He doesn't have to 
lft a hoof if he doesn’t feel like it. 

When he does lift a hoof, though, 
he’s lable to find somebody 
waiting there to manicure 
it. And, meanwhile, other 
people are around the other side, 
curling his beautiful raven coat. Or- 
spraying him, Or olling him. All 
this in his private stall. 


Every morning, Bard gets up and 
eats a light breakfast. Breakfast, 
like his other meals, {5 a special 
blend of grain and hay, During a 
day he'll put away about 10 pounds 
of grain and “a lot of hay.” It costs 
“a couple thousand” a year to feed 
him. 


After breakfast comes what Den- 
ton polliltely refers to as “his ex- 
ercise.”’ To put it bluntly, Bard is 
simply exposed to the charms of 
some beautiful cows. More “exercise” 
follows after lunch, With all that 
“exercise,” the kid goes to sleep 
early. 

To rate such an Sdyllic existence, 
Bard had to be good. He js. He's 
never been beaten in a show, and

“What we breeders are after,” 
says Denton, who heads an exclusive 
women's shop in New York in his 
non-farming hours, “is more meat 
on beef animals. We try to lay the 
most meat on those quarters that 
T rduce the choicest cuts—like sir- 
loin, for example. 

“Well, if we have a bull that is 
a little skimpy in one part but full 
in another, we breed him to a cow 
that is full in that first part, Bard 
is the result of generations of care- 
ful breeding lke that,” 

Denton’'s bull represents what has 
hecome known as the Bardolier 
strain of Aberdeen Angus. Tho 
strain stems from generations of 
breeding work, some of which is 
still going on, Bard himself was

born on Denton’s farm, in 1946, af- 
fer Denton purchased his mother 
from a Webberville Mich., breeder,

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‘Best Vacation Ever’ Helps Truman

Key West Pla.—(NEA)— The 
tall-end of President Truman's 
“best Vacation ever” found him with 
probably the finest combination of 

) physical health and ™e=ntal outlook 
that he has enjoyed since becoming 
the nation's number one citizen. 


Brig. Gen. Wallace Graham, the 
President's doctor, testifies to his 
physical strength, which {s consid- 
erably bolstered by the rest and 
tropical sun. His advisers and assist- 
ants reveal his completely compos- 
ed state of mind and confident out- 
Jook on the future. And the facts 
of the President's excellent health 
and spirits were made perfectly ob- 
vious to reporters when the Presid- 
ent made his numerous informal and 
skylarking visits with us. 

They call the rather modest two- 
storey frame house in which .the 
President lives here the “Little 
White House.” For two reasons they 

poouc more aptly call it “Little In- 
dependence.” 

The atmosphere which the Pres- 
ident creates among his staff mem- 
bers and the reporters is more that 
of his home town in Independence, 
Mo., than a miniature of the neces- 
Sarily staid White House operation 
in Washington. 

It's difficult to remember that the 
easy-going tanned, friendly bunch 
of gents who compose the presiden- 
tial staff here are still handling the 
staggering job of keeping the feder- 
al goverment running. A peek at 
one of the President's conferences 
looks more like a meeting of the 
Independence, Mo., town council on 
& summer evening. 

Perhaps the best reason for 
changing to “Little Independence.” 
however, fs the completely indepen- 
dent way, in effect, he has said to 
his cabinet and Democratic party 
big shots: 

“T’m the boss. T need a lot of rest 
and quiet for a while. Please don’t 
bother me for a few weeks.” 

Practically every member of the 
cabinet and every important Dem- 
ocrat was eager for a plece of this 
Key West sunshine with the Boss. 
Defense Secretary Louls Johnson 
even announced in Boston that he 
was planning to come down for a 
brief spell. At this writing neither 
Johnson nor any cabinet member 
hhad crashed the high gate around 
the base, 

This vacation also provides max- 
imum shelter for the President and 
his staff from the hundreds of or-

Only a small switchboard {s set 
up and few but the most important 
calls get in. If one of the President’s 
secretaries doesn't want to talk to 
some favor-seeker, the operator 
merely says that he is out fishing 
and probably won't be back for sev- 
eral days. Nobody's feelings are 
hurt too much. 

The privacy which the heavily- 
guarded naval base and the geogra- 
phy of Key West provide also ap- 
peals to Mrs. Truman and -Margaret. 
Mrs. Truman rests, reads and re- 
laxes and admits it's a welcome 
interlude from the fast social pace 
of Washington. 


The Little White House is the for- 
mer home of commanding officers 
of the base. On the first floor it 
has a dining room with seating for 
20, and a living room about the 
same size. There is a medium-sized 
kitchen and only a handful of serv- 
ants for the whole house. 

The President works in a small 
office on the second floor. ‘ There 
are four bedrooms on the second 
floor. Only view from any of the 
rooms is of Navy buildings and high, 
lattice fences. 

Plain wicker furniture, grass rugs, 
simple drapes and a few overhead 
fans make the place resemble any

Santa Claus, Ind, — (NEA) — 
There are two battle camps in this 
tiny town, which at this time of the 
year is supposed to set the pace for 
peace and good will.

SANTA'S POSTMARK is in Santa 
Claus Land, a mile from the castle, 
where Carolyn Ann Jandon of 
Memphis, Tenn. deposits her 


asking themselves: “Where is Santa 
Claus?” That there is one, they are 
sure. They get confused when they 
find two. 

There is Santa Claus Land, where 
the post office is located, Then, only 
a milo away, there is Santa Claus, 
Ind,, where the post office used to 
be. 

Between the two, in a vacant lot 
overrun with weeds, stands a giant 
stone figure of Santa Claus. He has 
made his Judgment, it seems, for he 
is looking toward neither town, but 
up into the heavens. 

Heading one of the rival camps 
ig Milton Harris, former Indianap- 
olis lawyer, who in 1934 erected the 
$60,000 Santa Claus Castle, There 
is where Santa Claus—Charles Ed- 
ward Spriggs—lives the year-round, 
In the “Night Before Christmas 
Room” he takes orders from the 
children. Back of the castle is San-~ 
ta’s workshop. He has about four 
residents of the town helping him 
assemble the toys, Visitors are in- 
vited to watch as the toys are put 
together. 

On the other side of the fence 1s 
William Koch, who manages Santa 
Claus Land, Inc. This is where the 
post office was moved in 1946, when 
the old post office building in Santa 
Claus Ind,, was reported in bad con- 
dition, 

The post office now sits conven- 
{ently between the gift shop and the 
museum in Koch’s bailiwick. 

Santa Olaus Land, Inc., five miles 
from Dale, Ind., is built on three 
hills, Among its attractions are a 
gift shop, museum, dining room, 
toy railroad, the post office, a toy 
shop and Santa Claus’ reindeer 
building. : 

Elbert S. Reinke is postmaster at. 
Santa Claus Land. At 30, he is the 
youngest man to hold the job, Nor-

The Island — 


Wherever you are at Christmas, on 
the shores of the Atlantic, in the 
heart of industrial Ontario, or zn the 
Prairie; of the Midwest, you canbe 
sure when you pin on that sprig of 
green holly with the gay red berries 
that it came from Canada’s West 
Coast. ! shod 

Holly growing and shipping has |, 
developed into one of the most 
lucrative “little” industries in British 
Columbia ...all because some 60 
year, ago home-sick pioneers from 
England, coming to Victoria around i 
the Horn, brought with them a few 
seeds --the seeds of the Holly. 

There are trees in yenerable Vic~ 
toria gardens that are a good 60 to 
70 years old. That's where the in- 
dustry started. But the plantations, 

--that's what they call holly tree 
lay-outs ~----on the mainland, 
are now on a par with those on 
Vancouver Island. ne 

It's a seasonalyincome, but the 
trees have to be taken care of all 
year, And they can’t be cut commer- | 

cially until they are at least 12'to 16 
years old. - + 
British Columia florists and holly 
plantation owners are right in their 
busiest season at the moment. 

Fred Thomsett, manager of the 
Western Wholesale Florists, which 
perhaps handles most of the holly 
on the mainland, is ready for the 
rush ,expected to start next week. 

Almost literally knee deep in the 
pretty prickly stuff he glances with 
satisfaction at’ the ceiling-high 
stacks of Christma, gift boxes wait’ 
ing to be filled within the next few 
days, so they'll reach Eastern Can- |

Thomsett says his wholesale house 
ship, out about 12-thousand one- 
pound gift boxes a season, not to 
mention several thousand pounds of 
pulk holly.

~Thomsett gets his holly from es- 
tablished plangations and smail 
orchards that have a couple of 

rows of holly trees as a side line. 

He figures that his firm alone 
ships cut 15-thousand pounds of 
holly a season --at 50-cents a pound 
wholesale.

fee, a little more meat, and a little 
more chocolate. 

In Olso, which 20 women journal- 
ists visited during an American Ov- 
erseas Airlines reporting tour of 
Scandinavia, Christmes buying is 
complicated by the fact that shelv- 
es hold only a fraction of the wares 
they used to boast and that gifts 
demad coupons as well as kroner. 
The Norwegian woman who 
dreams of the dishes she set before 
her family in pre-war times is as 
excited as a child over the prospect 
of getting a pound of cheese for 
Christmas. “We were allowed to buy 
all we wanted last spring, with the 
result that in two weeks there was 
none to be had.’ an Oslo shopper 
told me. . 

She's counting on a Christmas ra- 
tion of rice, probably less than one 
pound for each member of her fam- 
ily. Rice 1s one of the ingredients 
of a porridge that is traditional for 
Norwegians’ Christmas Eve supper. 
Mrs, Osly also hopes to get five or 
six medium-size apples and orang- 
es as a Christmas fruit ration. 
These Yuletide promises are im- 
portant, indeed, to people like the 
Oslo shopper I met in a_ grocery 
near my hotel. The proprietor plac- 
ed her regular weekly rations of four 
commodities on the counter: 23-4 
ounces of coffee; nine ounces of su- 
gar; 12% ounces of margarine and, 
for candy, a two-ounce chocolate 
bar and four little caramels. 

“Oh, we don’t starve,” he said, as 
he handed her ration book back to 
her. “There are always plenty of 
bread and fish.” 

In one of Oslo’s largest retail de- 
partment stores, yard goods count- 
ers and shelves held only a few 
bolts of cloth, 

“Not only clothes, but linens and 
fabrics are rationed,’ a store rep-

points for curtains, carpets, uphol- 
story materials.” 

In Norway, a pair of skis goes un- 
der each Christmas tree. A sport- 
ing goods store proprietor brought 
out a tiny pair for 18-month-old 
Torgier Burud, who wore a reindeer 
“snow suit,” 

“He will be ready for them soon,” 
Torgeir’s mother, Mrs, Edith Burud, 
told me. “In Norway, children start 
skiing lessons when they are two 
or three years old.” 

“At least skiing is unrationed,” 
the store proprietor added. 

Across the Skagerrak in Denmark, 
knitting needles and biclcyles are 
as important to Ife as the skls in 
Norway. ° 

In the Bruno Christensen family, 

for instance, there are three bicy- 
cles—one for father, who cyclces to

It used to be that holy was cut 
about-two weeks before shipping 
and ended up dried out and faded. 

Thomsett gays cutters have to be 
carefw when they cut sprigs from 
trees. If there has been frost, they 
walt a few day, until the frost 
has gone out of the leaves, or the 
holly will shrivel. 

The cutters also try to snip off 
}| sprigs with the best berries but still 
maitain the generally rounded lines 
of the tree. In addition they try to 
remove last year's growth only, 
leaving the new growth for the fol- 
lowing year. 

Holly trees row up to 40 feet high 
But Thomsett says plantations pre- 
fer to prune them and keep them 
20-feet high. Some trees can pro- 
duce 200 pounds of cuttable Holly

Ring Through Snowy Streets 


Christmas music, which usually is 
heard beginning some weeks before 
the day arrives, is one of the oldest 
of the traditions. Carols, as distin- 
guished from hymns, were originally 
intended as dance music, and the 
first carols were not necessarily re- 
Jated to Ohristmas at all! The first 
Tecorded English carol which bore 
any reference to Christmas was in 
the Anglo-Norman dialect of the 
twelfth century, and had no relig- 
fous allusions of any. kind. Jt was, 
in fact, a mere drinking song. It is 
a curious fact that Christmas is the 
only festival for which carols have 
not only been written, but have 
been kept in use. According to 
one opinion, religion has become so 
separated from mirth that they can 
only shake hands about once a year.

Gets Praise 
At Meeting 


There wasn't time to get in the 
remarks of all who spoke at the 
Lindsay Nomination Meeting in 
Tuesday's Post so here goes for 
some more of the speeches, 

Reeye Kingsborough: 

Mr. Kinsborough pursued his us- 
ual tactics in making his nomina- 
Won address. He said his service 
an council had been a revelation to 
him and handed a bouquet to both 
members of council and the citiz- 
ens of the town. He reviewed the 
activities of the Town Property 
Committee for the year and made 
special note of the effective work 
in ridding the town dump of rats. 
In respect to the controversial sub- 
ject of whether or not the chief of 
police and the fire chief should be 
One and the same man Mr, Kings- 
borough defended the present set- 
up in which this situation exists. 
He stated he favored the dual pos- 
ition for one year and that “we 
only hired him for one year to get 
discipline among our senior mem- 
bers.” The reeve-acclaimed stress- 
ed the great responsibility of a fire 


department in a town like Lindsay 
in protecting its valuable property. 
“It has been mooted that we spent 


foo much money on our fire chief. 
¢ We did't spend “any on our’ fire 
chief,” the reeve declared, continu- - 


ing, “We hired him for one seer Moore, by JuFormanandiwiGe 


and gaye him a place to live-in.” 
Ald, Ferguson, Chairman Finance: 

Ald. Ferguson paid tribute to the 
present council for coming through 
the year with a surplus, He added 
that he regretted to say he was a 
member of the 1948 Council when 
a deficit of some $93,000 was the 
result of the year’s operations. He 
praised every chairman for their 
efforts in keeping expenditures 
down. 

One important point pressed home 
by Mr. Ferguson was the tremend- 
ous cost of education to the town, 
He sated that expenditures for edu- 
cation in Lindsay in the year 1949 
were the equivalent of one third of 
the total reyenue available. to the 
town. He said the problem of the 
Board of Education were some- 
thing to face in the years to come. 

Referring to the debenture debt 
as of the end of 1949, gmounting to 
something like $166,205.00, Mr. Fer- 
guson said he didn’t consider this 
significant and recalled the days 
when Dr. Logan and John L. Bak- 
er sat with him on Council and 
the debenture debt of the town was 
something over a million dollars. 

The South Ward big ditch was 
traced back to its birthplace by Mr. 
Ferguson who claimed, to the cha- 
grin of all previous “claimers” that 
the idea was his brain child away 
back when but that members of 
council of that day scoffed at the 
idea. 

M. J. Cunningham: 

One thing last year’s Council 
didn’t go short of as the various 
Speakers got up on Monday night 
and that was compliments, A 
Candidate-elect, Mr, M. J. Cun- 
ningham, young Lindsay lawyer, 
Was quick to join the spirit of the 
meeting as he praised the retiring 
Council for their work, He looked 
ahead and visualized a hard road 
ahead for the incoming council. He 
sald the new council would be in a 
dangerous and vulnerable position. 
He referred to the reassessment 
problem in Lindsay “with all its 
dangers” and cited the fact that 
the 1950 Council would be asked to 
spend great sums of money, 

Mr. Cunningham appealed for a 
determined effort by the 1950 Coun- 
cil to secure higher grants for edu- 
cation and social services. On 
the subject of recreation, Mr. Cun- 
ningham said he would encourage 
all worthwhile activities to keep 
children off the streets, Referring to 
the two proposals for providing ade- 
quate high school facilities for 
Lindsay, he said it would be a fool- 
ish saving to take the cheaper of

One of the best nomination ad- 
dresses to be heard at Monday p.m.'s 
Meeting, was that of Harry Peirce, 
eontender for alderman’s position 
in council.

George Bernard Shaw, now in 
his nineties, is making every min- 
ute count. To saye time, he has 
perfected an assembly line tech- 
nique for answering letters. 

He has a file of printed cards 
covering various sitwatians and 
when he wants to reply to a letter, 
he simply picks out the ones that 
apply to the particular situation 
and mails them to whoever wrote 
him, 

British United Press recently in- 
vited the famous playwright to 
choose’ the ten eyents which had 
made the greatest impact on the 
first half of the 20th century. Shaw 
mailed back three postcards. 

A yellow card said he’s too busy. 
A buff-colored card said because 
of his adyanced years he does not 
do any public speaking nor do any 
kind of public work. A blue card 
said he', a professional juornalist 
himself and prefers to “communt- 
cate with the public through the 
press at first hand.” 

The blue card also said that he 
sometimes answers question, on 
current news if he can answer in 
twenty words or less, but other- 
wise, question, requiring longer 
answers should be accompanied by 
an offer of a fee of “Not less’ than 
three figures.” 

And to top it off, ayinge more 
time. Shaw addressed his letter by 
clipping the letter head off the Bri- 
tish United Press stationery. and 
pasting it on an -:envelope which 
contained the printed cards.

Ask Chancellor 
Buy $10,000,000 
Worth of Eggs 


The Canadian Poultry Council has 
asked the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to make 10-million dol- 
Jars available for the purchase of 
Canadian eggs. 

The cable was sent to Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps from Brantford, Ont- 
arlo, Thursday. It was signed by 
©. F. Luckman, president of the 
Council. It told Cripps that the 
Council is reluctant to accept as 
final a statement by Agricultural 
Minister James Gardiner that the 
United Kingdom is unable to nego- 
tiate another egg, contract. 

The action followed reports from 
all over Canada telling of disastrous 
price plunges on the egg market 
brought about by the loss of the 
British contract and continued high 
production. 

In some parts of Ontario yester- 
day dealers cut their quotations to 
as low as 23 cents a dozen. The sit- 
uation seemed to he typical in To- 
ronto where only a week ago one 
dozen eggs cost 65 cents Thursday, 
they were as low as 34 cents. 

The Brantford message was fram- 
ed after a three hour session at the 
Spruceleigh Poultry Farms, one of 
the largest in the British Empire. 
Members of the Council who atten- 
ded the meeting visualized the loss 
of the U-K market as a distinct 
threat to the industry. They said 
Britain needs only 10-million dollars 
in 1950 in order to maintain the 
same satisfactory arrangement of 
the past eight year. They urged the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
make this amount available to the 
Ministry of Food.

Ontario Premier Leslie Frost has 
commended the plan for metropoli- 
tan Toronto, suggested by the To- 
ronto suburb of Mimico.

Agricylture Minister Gardiner 
brought -cheery Christmas greet- 
ings to farmers Friday when he 
told them large bacon and cheese 
contracts; would be renewed with 
Great Britain.

“With the position of assessor, 
we have comibned that of sanitary 
inspector, for a trial perlod. Mr. 
Kilner, however, has made the con- 
dition that if he finds, when he gets 
into the matter of equalization, that 
his duties ‘are too heayy, he can res- 
io. the position of sanitary inspec- 

tor,” ¢ 
Mr. Moore then referred briefly 
to the insurance scheme for town 
employees, the installation of stop- 
lights at the corner of Kent and 
William Streets, which he claimed, 
both speeded up traffic and made 
this crossing safer for vehicles and 


pedestrians alike, He touched on| 


new rulings affecting the town’s 
taxi business, whereby it was neces- 
sary for all owners to carry {nsur- 
ance on all passengers, and to have 
a licence to operate. He also dwelt 
on the recent by-law, which makes 
it illegal for cabs to park on Kent 
Street, and to cruise in search of 
fares in any section of the town. 

Road repairs and the completion 
of the “Big Ditch” in the south end 
of town were also mentioned and 
the latter, he alleged, was responsi- 
ble for minimizing the damage done 
by recent rains. It was completed 
under the 1949 council. 

Town planning was the next mat- 
ter spotlighted by His Worship. He 
told the meeting that a by-law for 
this had recently been given two 
readings in council, and was before 
the Municipal Board for approval 
before the third reading was given. 
He emphasized that this by-law 
would be under the control of coun- 
cif’ and that it would be extremely 
restrictive in nature. 

He mentioned that the town had 
recently taken the Recreation Cen- 
tre back under the wing of council, 
claiming that {t was difficult to 
make a project of this type pay, but 
that such a service was necessary 
to the people of the town. He em- 

eo: the splendid response re- 
ryed to the supervised playgounds 
Jast summer. 

It was his hope, said Mayor 
Moore, to see the start of the new 
sewage disposal plant in the com- 
ing year. While this project is an 
expensive proposition, he said it 
Was a mandatory one—in other 


words, the health authorities of the 
province have told the town that 
such an installation was necessary. 
He told the audience that the town 
had already chosen a site for the 
seWage disposal plant and a propos- 
ed incinerator, With regard to 
the latter, he claimed that this 
would not be in the cards for at 
least a couple of years, in the in- 
terests of economy. In the mean- 
time, he said, the town had hired a 
rat exterminator, and literally mil- 
Mons of rats had been cleared out 
of the town dump, These rodents 
had been present in such numbers, 
he said, that they were becoming 
an actual menace to adjacent farms. 

Brief mention was made of the 
| tourist booth of last summer, oper- 
ated under the supervision of the 
Parks Board, which, claimed Mayor 
Moore, had given advice to thous- 
ands of tourists in the district, and 
had been successful in securing 
lodging for hundreds. 

Traffic protection for Lindsay 
schoo] children also was touched 
upon. Lindsay parents, he said, are 
grateful for this step toward elim- 
inating part of the traffic hazard 
which their children face in get- 
ting to and from school. Gost of 
this service was put at $600. 

Still on the matter of schools, the 
necessity of a school building pro- 
gramme was discussed, and Mr, 
Moore stated that in recent weeks 
approval has been given for 
the construction of two two-room 
additions to the east and north 
ward schools, ,at a tentative cost of 
$90,000. This was a necessity, he 
Said, due to the increase In popula- 
tion to the point where more and 
more children were entering school 
each year. He pointed out that this 
year, it was necessary to stagger 
classes in the primary grades, and 
that such a situation could not be 
allowed to continue. Cost of edu- 
cation in the budget, he said was 
$88,000 and new demands would 
have to be faced in the future. In 
this regard, it would be a necessity, 
not too far in the future, to take 
steps to either build a new high 
school or do extensive remodelling 
to the existing one, but such a mat- 
ter, he said, would be put to a vote 
of the people. 

In closing, His Worship said that 
‘the council of the future would be

FLEXIBLE TOWN PLANNING 
UNDER COUNCIL'S. CONTROL 

There is something to be said in fayor of a cer 
tain amount of supervision in the orderly develop- 


Ment of a town such as Lindsay providing the’ 


supervision is of a flexible nature and readily adapt- 
able to changing conditions, The fact that previous 
town planning proposals in Lindsay seemed to be.of 
a highly inflexible nature probably accounts for them: 


not being adopted, despite the fact that those who’ 


participated were most sincere in their desire to im- 
prove the town’s development. By the same token, 
the fact that Mayor Moore has given assurance that 
flexibility will be the rule and not the exception in the 


present proposal to introduce a town-planning. bylaw. - 


will probably account for a greater willingness on 
the part of ratepayers to cooperate with the “plan. 


It is not likely, while the Mayor and members of 


Council keep the reins of Town Planning in their own 
hands, there will be any serious difficulties arise which 
cannot be settled efficiently. Members of Council are 
elected by the people and upon the people’s goodwill 
depends their stay in office. In view of this they 
would be unlikely to enact legislation which would 
aggravate large sections of the electorate. 

Town Planning, for best results, must be a pliable 
force for good in the growth of a town. Conditions 


change and even the most farsighted people “cannot , 


foresee what lies ahead. What is suitable in one way 
today is unsuitable in another way tomorrow, and 
so it goes. The development of a town and the 
restrictions employed to mould its form must be sub- 
ject to the constant change ever-present in a changing 
world. 

Unwise restrictions can lead to the stagnation of 
a town rather than its development and, administered 
by other than elected representatives, they can-be very 
dangerous indeed. 


THE BIGGEST COMPLIMENT 

As is customary in Lindsay at the end of the term 
of a Town Council, there was a period set aside dur- 
ing the final meeting of 1949 for “speech-making” in 
the course of which councillors “declared” their stand 
in the coming nomination and election fray. At this 
time, perhaps due to the fact that Christmas is ap- 
proaching, there always seems to be an atmosphere 
of general goodwill prevailing. This tends to bring 
forth a certain amount of back-slapping which a sea- 
soned observer takes with a grain or two of salt. 

However, there is a type of compliment which 
can be paid one member of Council by the others 
which is more enduring than all the words of praise 
which can be heaped on at the end of the term. This 
kind of compliment is never set forth in words, in 
fact it is the lack of words which makes it the big- 
gest compliment of all. Any member of Town Council 
who has not been the victim of at least a little un- 
favorable behind the scenes chatter by fellow mem- 
bers can consider himself highly complimented indeed.

Emoiional Disturbances as Cause of 
Asthma y 

It was learned during World Wars 
I and II that emotional disturban- 
ces, caused many actual organic di- 
seases, especially ulcer of the sto- 
mach and first part of the small 
intestine (peptic ulcer). It was also. 
| found that serious behavior pro- 
blems and mental derangements 
occurred during and following these 
wars. Howeyer, that emotional di- 
sturbances could cause attacks of 
asthma, not in a few but in many 
cases, was unknown until more re- 
cently. 

When it was discovered a few 
years ago that cold air, hot air, dust, 
fresh fruit, fumes, pollen of plants 
could bring on an attack of asthma, 
it was believed that all cases of as- 
thma were caused by allergy or by 
defects in nose and throat. It may 
come as a surprise to many to learn 
that emotional disturbances can 
bring on an attack of asthma and 
bring the attack more often if al- 
‘lergy to pollen, dust and other sub- 
' stance is also present in the pati- 
ent’s make-up. ~

| overanxious, but too often this fac- 
| tor as a cause of asthma is over- 
| looked by the physician. By care- 
ful analysis of his asthmatic pati- 
ents during the past two years, Dr. 
Hardie discovered that in the great 
majority of cases of asthma, the 
emotional and allergic conditions 
are both present, with the emotion- 
al factor the more important in 
some cases and the allergy in others 
Thus, in some cases the emotional 
disturbance {s 90 per cent the cause 
and allergy 10 per cent, and in other 
case, emotion is 10 per cent of 
the cause and allergy 90 per cent. 

The suggestion I; that while treat- 
ment for allergy and any defects 
of nose and throat should be given, 
it should be pointed out to the.pa- 
| tient that nervousness and disturb- 
ing emotions, by keeping him ten- 
' sed, actually pave the way for 
| asthma attacks, especially {f aller- 
gy and defects of nose and throat 
are present. 

Once the asthmatic fully reali- 
zes that his nervousness and anxiety 
are such important factors in cau- 
jing asthmatic attacks, he may 
hereby acquire calmness of spirit, 
ind, many, if not all, attacks may 
be prevented, 


Treatment Of Plantar Warts 

When we see so many men and 
women limping along the street, 
we think the condition fs cnused by 
fallen arches. While fallen arches 
fs the cause of the majority of ca- 
ses, those tiny warts, plantar warts, 
on the soles of the feet, cause a 
great many, despite wide shoes and 
skilled treatment by chiropodists 
“and sometimes orthopedic sur 
geons, 

Some months ago in writing of 
the excellent results of X-ray 
treatment, wé described the plan- 
tar wart as-a tiny growth which 
looks like a red spot after the hard 
Ussue, is removed. It {5 really a 
small nerye ending, and the pain 
i, caused by P™&ssure. Once the 
pressure from th@ hard callus coy- 


ering of the wart is remoyed the 
patient can usually walk without 
pain for some time. 

I have written before of the re- 
sults reported by Drs. Samuel H. 
Fisher and W. Edward Chamber- 
lain, Temple University, in “Penn- 
sylvania Medical Journal.” They 
presented a comparison of X-ray 
treatment with vitamin A treat- 
ment. The results showed that a 
single dose of K-rays was as ef- 
feciye as more elaborate methods. 

Vitamin A, given in 100,000 units 
daily, was used in the treatment of 
42 warts. Treatment by K-ray was 
used in 315 cases. Treatment by 
X-ray resulted in 80 per cent cured; 
treatemnt by vitamin A, 36 per cent. 

In “Southern Medical Journal,” 
Drs. J. L. Pipkin, 0. F. Lehmann, 
and A. Ressmann report results of 
treatment of 1,000,patients with a 
total of 1,744 plantar warts, with 
a single treatment of superficial 
X-ray. c 

Shaving off the overlying cal- 
lug is first necessary, The size of the 
X-ray dose depends on the size 
of the wart. Very small warts are

All patients were observed after 
treatment for periods of 4 months to 
21 years. Of these, 910 (91 per cent) 
were cured, and there were 90 (9 
per cent) failures. In entire 1,000 
cases there were no, bad results from 
X-ray treatment, which unfortu- 
nately, sometimes causes complicat- 
ions. .

IRRITATION AND CANCER 


When we think of the thousands, 
in fact millions, of dollars that have 
been spent to find the cause and 
successful treatment of cancer, it 
appears to be a discouraging bat- 
tle. Physicians today, however 
know more about what cancer is 
and what cancer is not than ever 
before, and this knowledge saves 
thousands of lives and millions of 
dollars yearly.

In the long run {t will save U. 5.

In London alone, as a result of 
the purchase and modernization of 
a group of American foreign office 
buildings, more than half a mil- 
lion will be saved each year.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Dr. James 
Bender’ never had any trouble 
sleeping in his life, Never, that is, 
until a few weeks ago when he 
lay awake worrying about the dead 
Une for the book he was writing, 
The book which cost him his sleep 

is called, “How to Sleep.” 

Although the book touches on 
all phases of sleeping—from the 
fine art of snoring to how to get 
children to go to bed—it is pri- 
marily designed for the aid. and 
comfort of insomniacs. 


“I believe very strongly,” 
Dr. Bender, a psychologist, “in 
the potential power of each one 
of us to alter the path of parts 
of our lives. Sleeping habits can 
be changed if we approach the 
matter with common sense.”

Some 
Ways you can do that are to brush 
your hair before retiring and to 
burn a stick of incense in the bed- 
room. ¢ 

12. Eat a snack. But be careful. 
Dr. Bender advises the bedtime 
menu consist of a glass of skim 
milk and a plain cookie. If you're 
very tired, maybe two cookies. 

13. Kid yourself along. Dickens, 
says Dr, Bender, couldn't sleep 
unless his bed pointed north. If 
you need a secret trick—like 
crawling around the bed 10 times 
—go to it. 


14. Read yourself to sleep. A 
good book or a daily snoozepa- 
per. 

15. Make a happy event of go- 
ing to bed. Look on sleep as a de- 
lightful escape from problems, 


Besides the Soporific Fifteen, 
Dr. Bender has other suggestions. 
“I have almost a religious fer- 
yor in the belief that relaxation 
exercises are a big help,” he says. 
Some ways Dr. Bender adyo- 
cates relaxing are by standing on 
your head, or yawning, or blinking. 


Yawning, incidentally, is good for 


you, and you shouldn’t try to swal- 
low your yawns. s 

So, the next time you can’t 
Sleep, follow these simple instruc- 
tions: Stand on your head, change 
the linen, paint the room blue, put 
on your eyeskades and ear stop- 
pers, take a bath with pine needle 
extract, play some music, read a 
book, brush your hair, burn some 
incense, eat a snack, read a book 
and crawl around the bed 10 times.

Washington—(NEA) — The House 
Un-American Activities Committee's 
investigation of war-time ship- 
ments of uranium to Russia will 
probably soon bring into the open 
the name of Boris J. Pregel (pron- 
ounced Prezel.) 
Pregel is head of the Canadian 
Radium and Uranium Corporation 
New York. The Committee's 
@:: Investigator, Louls J, Russell, 
has testified this is the company 
from which the Russians were able 
to buy 500 pounds of uranium oxide 
and 600 pounds of uranium nitrate 
In April, 1943. The materials were 
shipped directly from Port Hope, 
Ontario, Canada to Great Falls, 
Mont,, and flown from there to Rus- 
sia. 


Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son has confirmed that these ship- 
ments were paid for by the U.S. 
Lend-Lease Administration, after 
approval by the Manhattan’ Dis- 
Hct Engineer. Lt. Gen. Leslie R.

In recent weeks {t has 
been reported that the U. 5, Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service 
was considering deportation pro- 
ceedings. 

Boris Pregel 1s something of a 
man of mystery although his name 
was mentioned {n the famous 
Smyth report on atomic energy. 
Perhaps his most colorful achieve- 
ment Was a prophecy, {n January, 
1941 that “Upon the.outcome of the 
race to unlock the energy of the 
much-publicized “U-235 (fissionable 
uranium) will rest victory in the 
European war, and also the future 
course of mankind's socia] and ec- 
onomle development."

Success of the; Columbia experl- 
ments) led Einstein, Urey, Fermi and 
other ‘scientists to urge President 
Roosevelt to create an atomic pro-

Pregel has been. given. full credit 
for his part in. this pioneer devel- 
opment by the: Smyth Report and 
by Alexafider Sachs, intermediary 
between the sclentists and the 
White House,-In his testimony be- 
fore the original Congressional At- 
omic Energy Committee. 

Pregel is an officer of the French 
Legion of Honour and one of three 
American residents to have recelyed 
the Grand Medal of the French As- 
sociation of Engineers and Doctors 
of Sofence. The other-two are form- 
er President Herbert’ Hoover—who 
recelved the award at the same 
time that Pregel was honoured—and 
Gen. Dwight D. Einsenhower. Pre- 
gel has in his files many letters 
U. S. government officials testifying 
to his contributions to the Amer- 
ican war effort for work classified 
as secret, 

Pregel was born at Odessa, Rus- 
Sia, {n 1893, of a well-to-do Jewish 
family, 

Tha Bolshevik revolution forced 
the family to floe, leaving all their 
property to the Communists +when 
the White Russian army evacuated 


Odessa in} 1920. They r:ade their 
way to Romania, later to Belgium. 
Eventually, Borls became con-

Lake region of “northern Canada. 
He became a sales agent for this 
producer and is given credit for 
haying broken the Brussels *mon- 
opoly which had controlled "the 
world market up to this time. 

Later he formed Canadian Rad- 
jum and Uranium Go,, and became 
its president, His brother, Alexand-, 
er Pregel, was treasurer. Exact oper- 
ations of this company are now cov- 
ered by atomic energy secreoy reg- 
ulations, 

When the Canadian government. 
took over all’ rad{o-actiye mining 
enterprises, there: were several Jaw- 
sults against the Pregel Interests.
